dealt like himſeife, like a gracious Lord, thus to commu- | 


nicate his foueraigne perteions to that choiſe place a- 
mid(t his choyſeftcreatures,relirayving the ſame from vs 
poerepilgrims , who for the brittlenefle of our earthly 
mould,being clothed but with duſt and aſhes, full of cor- 
ruptions,could no more then Phaeton or [car ſtand in- 
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{ified before his ſunny preſence, For when k.is heauenly 
Highneſle vouchſafed to guide and goe before the [ſra- 
elites our of Egypt, his magnanimous Sp:rit , that could 
not brooke itypuricy , was moued to ſuch impatience a= 
eainſt thejzfinnes, that he was faine to withdraw his | 
lirong arid powerfull preſence from their weake com- 
plexions,/eft,as himſelte ſaid , he /ſhonld conſume them. in 
the way, 

To returne and retire backe towards the entire eſ- 
ſence of the Trinity, belecue that Gods properties, as I 
wrote before,cannot be divided into parts , portions, or 
parcels: but that euery quality in God is Ged,, and the 
whole ſubſtance of his ſpirit : and {o the Speaker in Gods 
Spirit,ts Gods Spirit, of the whole ſubPance, The Word 
in Gods Spirit , is Gods Spirit of the whole ſub{iance. Bur 
herein is their difference , that the Father is the Speaker 
onely,as begetting the #ord- the Sorne is the Word one- 
ly,as the Word begotten. And the holy Ghoſt is holy only, 
as proceeding from the mutuail loue, and from themu« 
tuall wils of the Father,or the Speaker begetting , and of 
the Sonne or Word begotten : So as the Speaker in God is 
God,the Word in God is God, and the holy Lonein Gods 
Ged, Burt yet the Speaker is not the Word, nor the Word 
the Speaker,itf we regard the order and mylterie of their 
operatiue offices, though both be God : for the one isthe 
Father begerting,and theother, meane,the Word, is the 
Sonne begotten, The propagatour or producer of Saw- 
flification or holy Lone in God is loue, which loue is God, 
And loue produced in God,is Loue, and is God; but the 
producer of loue, is not loue produced, I ſay , the will of 
the Father and the Sonne, being the producer of loue, is 
not the loue proceeding or produced, that is, the holy 
Gheſt,though ail be Ged in ſubſtance and power , bur 
differing in the manner of their operation: for the Father 
is loue onely,as transferring loue to the Sonne ;the Sonne 
is lou , astransferring loue to the Father; and the holy 
Ghoſt

' Ghoſt is wiſedome , as it is produced from the joint and

Gheſt loue onely, as it is cransferred, produced,and pro- | 


ceeding from them both, Thus the whole Trinity accor- 
ding to the ſubliance of loue , agree all together in one : | 
for cuery one of them partaking of one Godhead, par- 
takes alſo of the attributes thereof, of loue, of wiſdome, 
and others ; onely they differ in the order and maner of 
their loues, or of their wiſedomes. produtions, In like 
maner,the Father is wiſdome ontly,as begetting or pro- 
ducing wiſedome; the Sowne is wifſedome onely , as wil- 
dome begotten or produced of the Father ; and the hoy 


mutuall will of the Father and the Sonne; fo that wiſe- 
dorne is not the Father as it is wiſedome, bur as it is wil- 
dome begetting or producing; neyther is wiſedome the 
Sonne as it is wiſedome , but as it is wiledome begotten 
and produced of the Father ; nor is the holy Ghoſt wiſc- 
dome, as it is wiſedome , but as it is wiſedome produced 
or proceeding from the Father and the Sonne, Whereby 
good ( hriſtians may note the manner of the difference, 
low that loue producing,Joue produced of the Father , 
and loue produced both from the Fathey and the Some, 
be three diſtin things. And ſoare wiſedome begerting, 
wiſedome begotten, and wiſedome proceeding , three 
perlonall properties,diftintin the relation of one to an- 
other , though indifhnR in reſpe&t of their efſence and 
eternity.To wind vp this diſcourſe in a word when I pray 
tothe Father, I pray with feare,fearing his iuſtice;when 
I prayto the Soxxe,I pray with hope, hoping for mercy; 
when I pray to the holy Ghoſt , I pray withadmiration , 
admiring Gods loue,in mitigativg the ſeuerity of juflice , 
wich the ſweete fireames of mercy towards the penitent 
finner,through the ſpiricuall apprehenſion of leſw Chriſt 
crucified, 

This the Pagan Poets of elder ages(like guilty conſcien-

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ced Caiphas) were conſtrained to confes, when they pain- 


ted out Miners, their Goddefle of wiledome, begot- 
ten 
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lona their war-Jike Goddefle, was conceiued and begot-

of mans wiſedome arileth vp at ticft out of the braine , 
and his ſtrength out of his hand, Both which ſerue for 
in{trumentall agents, to diſplay out thoſe worthy ver- 
tues of Strength and Wiſedomwe, Marke well my words, 
muſe vponthem , thou,that meaneſt to mortific the owt- 
 wardman,and to be conuerted into the imward man, into 
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mine touching Goar properties; for I diſtinguiſh them 
nor, but into perions onely for order ſake,and that to the 
inrent that thou mayeſt oblerue his manitolde loue to- 
wards mankinde , whole reaſonable capacity-his ſacred 
; CHMaieſty invites by ſuch a plaine ciltinction of perſonal 
functions, to the mylicries of our {oules {aJuation,name- 
ly,to know our Elettion by the Father ; our Redemption 
by the Somme ; and our Sanllification equally breathed 
from them both in loue and wiledomeby the holy Gho#t, 
who ingraues , as with a ſeale, theſe Diuine myſteries in 
| ourconuerted conſciences, And cuen as theſe Poets 
| ( like Apes) glaunccd at Goas perſonall properties , by 
. ſuch Allegoricall examples: ſo did they exprefle their de- 
' ſcendiny downe to men, 1n varicties of ſhapes , after the 
| imitation of the Scripture; where it is ſaid, that Jacob 
wraſtled with an eAngell, that eAbraham. feaſtcd three 
eAngels, vnder the habite of Pilgrims,and that the Holy 
Ghoſt delcended like a Done, at the Boptizing of Chriſt. 
Sometimes thoſe Poets brought in their Gods diſguiſed 
$ men,to fealt with Philemon ; ſome other times as Hey- 
' fers,Swannes,and in a golden ſhower , as /upiter to Da- 
| yae; fo that this verſe may wellbe his : 
| Non fruſtra dittiss Bos ,Ours ,Imber,Olor, 
Courteons Reader , here is inexplicable admiration , 
but no admirable explication, nor yet any «application 
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worthy the lealt glimpſe of his glorious name; for the

There is no finne more deteſtable , normore difficult 
to be forgiuen, then the ſinne againſt chis Spirit of God, 
Doſi thou wantonly derrett from God the Father,and de- 
nic thine owne and the worlds creation by his onmpotent 
word? Search the Scriptures,repeale thy x dune and 
ypon thy recantation thou ſhalt receive remiſſion, Doſt

any bodily Organ, but (to compare his Greatneſle after 
fleſh and bloud)euen as mans ſoule when it is ſeparated 
from his body : his power is infinite, immenſiue, incom- 
rehenfible,and no more to be ſecne , or ſenſibly vnder- 
flood of flefh and blood, then if « man ſhould meaſure the 
waters in his fiſt ,or the heanens with his ſpan , or if he ſhould 
weigh the monnt aines in a ballance. All people ave in com- 
pariſon of him,but as 4 drop of a bucket-full, or as — 
pers,or 4s nothing , or as nothing leſſe then nothing, No | 
earthly man can ere a ſtatue, or a carued Image accor- 
ding to his likenefſe, Ns Gold-ſmith eax coner him with 
golde,or caſt him into a forme of ſilner plates, O Lord, who 
is like vnto thee ?

Sathan aſlures himſelic of his farall harueſt , ard is ready

all poſterities, All which circumſtances doe certainely 
argue the profoundneſſe of his capacity, and afſuredly al. , 
certaine my ſoule , that the faculties of his ſoule are effe- 
Qually inueſted with ſome attributes of che Derty,tor the 
glory of God, 

After the like manner, let vs comprehend the know- 
ledge of God , who is our ſpirituall King , and King of 
Kings,(tor what (ignifieththis word God, bur an omni-

the firmament ſheweth his handy worke, Next, his Church 
r faithtull congregation,of eAdarw, eAbell, Seth, He- 
noch Noah, «Abraham. ,and others,transtcrred by ſuc- 
ceſhue tradition his knowledge to their poſteritics, 
Thirdly,his knowledge hath beene revealed by the Holy 
Ghoſt to Moyſes,Sammel, the Prophets , ai.d laſtly by the 
HMeſcias himielte,through apparitions, miracles, lawes, 
ceremonies,and temporall blefſings. Fourthly , ro draw 
teerer vito mans capacitie , which depends moſi vpon 


| enfible obieQs ; mention is made by Moyſes , how God 


cauſed him to ſtand m the cane of a Rocke , and putting hrs 
and wpon him, he did ſhew him his hinder parts yot ſuffring

he Godhead to be cerporall. Burt the natural man per- 
ceines not the things of the ſpir't of God, For by his hinder

figured his al-puiffant power, By his face, the fulneſle of 
ts ſuany glory. And where Eyes axe aſcribed vnto him, 
what other ſenſe is mcant, then his prouidence and 
knowledge ?

In concluſion, let it ſuffice our curious braines, that

Santtification is but curioſity : to doe well or ill is allone,

Gods inueſtigable will. But to winde vp the trueth in a 
word, the preaching of Chriſts croſſe is fooliſhnes unto them |

rour Phocas?Dare you vilifie the loueraigaty of Bacchus 
and Tobacco? and aduenture to coniure vp {uch an om» 
nipotent Spirit as that of Detrattion without theſe bel- 
ching belly-Gods? Which our ſwintſh ſwaggerers exrtoll 
vow-a-dayes on the behalfe of the ſpirit , as chiefe pur- 
gers of ſuperfluous rheumes , preparatiues of heaucnly 
dreames, viſions, oracles, and lupernaturall revelations ? 
Then farewell kinde neighbour-hood, farewell good fel- 
lowſhip,farewelltable-talke , farewell deſcanning ofde-

Which (to deſcribe)is an embezeling of anothers glo- 
ry,a wrongfull withdrawing of anothers power , and a 
blaſphemous cenſure invented and blazed abroad rou- 
ching the Creator or his creature; which eyther may be 
termed a kinde of icurrility,or knauiſh carping , carperds 
effuſa licertia,x, me:Terua, Or ellſc a doubling of the Dogs 
letter R,our of their ſnarling uoſtrils. To this I might 


ramely,T hon ſhelt not take the name of the Lord thy God 

in vaine: and alſo agamſt the ninth Commandment, 
T houſhalt not beare f.lſe witneſſe cgairft thy neighbony ; 
which ſubict themtelues vnto this kinde of Spire, 

In the company of this wicked ſvirit ( as I ſaid before) 
many o:ker ſpirits conſort, ſuch as our Countrey-men call 
boone companions , vea more (parts then cuer moleſted 
Mary eMagdalen.T he [pirit of v:/phemy (as the ſhadow 
vpen the body) chiefely awattes vpon him, and ſhares 
with himfor tlc pretious foule of man. So doe the ſpi. 
rit of envy, the ſpirit of hatred, and ſundry other poyſo- 
neus meſlengers of the common enemy the Diuell, all 
ready ſophiſtically ro proue the idle phantaſics and ima- 
ginations of ſhallow braines. 

Would you celo deducere Lunam , draw the Moone 
down trom heaven,or the (tarres from the skie : The ſprrit 
of Detrallion with his mates make tor you,The Moone is 
deſcended,and hath kit Erdimzs:on , while he lay affecpe, 
The flares be fallen,and accompany of drunkards at their 
taking of Tobaccobcheld them. According to that of the 
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Cum bibiter conchis hmc iam vert igime calum 
eAmbulat , & geminis exwrgit menſa lucernts. 

When wines arc drunk, then heauen whirleth round,

Alt old Carmarthen 7M erlms famous towne. 

Nay more,the Arch-Divel hathgotten the Popes power, 
he hath gotten the keyes of Heauen : he hath authority 
to binde,to looſe, to diminiſh the paines of hell,to granc 
Indulgences and Pardons for one and tweity yeares of 
all manner of morrall ſinnes : he powreth downe rainc 
amaine at his pleaſure : he terriftes the world with thun- 
ders,lightnings,and earthquakes: Cormelirs Agrippa is a 
great man in his books, vſcth him for his familiar, and by 
coniurations commands the clouds , and makes the Pla- 
nets executioners to plague his aduerſarics. 

O monſtrous blaſphemie ! O prepoſterous abſurditie ! 
Will any man of vnderſtanding giue credite to theſe I- 
dolatrous Derraftions ? God himſclfe queſtioning with 
[ob out of the Whirle-winde , vtterly denies that Diuine 
authority to any creature, Canſt thou ( ſaid he ) ſend the 
lightnings that they may walke,and ſay wnto thee ; Lo here 
we are? 1f Baal be God,then goe after him, but if the Lord 
be God, why tempt you his patient Spirit, in aſcribing his 
dreadtull power vnto his Enemy, that darkeſome deadly 
Fiend, which cannot helpe himſelfe , or act the leaſt mar- 
ter of importance? Elas in annulling of Baals power , 
manifeſted him onely to be Ged, which anſu ered by hea 
venly fire, The Diuell fighterh with none other weapons 
then with deceir, With deceitfull malice he flung Chriſt, 
While he was on earth ; and with the ſelfe ſame weapons 
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he Ringes (briftians,( brit in his members, now that he 


isin Heauen. With deceit he tempted Ene,and with deceit | 
he perſecuteth the woman of Goa,the Church of Chriſt : | 


and abaſc his Creators glery in fathering his forcible 


| For euen as Michaels weapons were the blood of the 
Lambe and righteous deedes ; ſo the Dragons weapons 
are lies and deceit, When lecherous Church-men knew 
not how to cloke theirlewd aRs:& when noble Floraes, 
that went currant for Puritan Nunnes , could no longer 
couer their impure debauchments and notorious bau- 
dries,then forſooth to ſalue their credites , they divulged 
abroad, eyther that the Diuell ( who repined at their

workes vpon his enemy the Diuell then expend and ex- 
amine inthe ballance of euen reaſon his vnreaſonable 
detraQing ſentence ; and no doubt bur the Spirit of ſpi- 
rits will open your eyes , that you may perceiue the wic- 
ked ſpiriz which haunterh him, and hunteth after his 
ſoule, 

Secondly, obſerue the quality of the perſon, which de- 
eracteth : ſceing that it is. a thing rare in a wiſe man to 
make the toyiſh congue the Oracle of preiudicate con- 
ceit, who from his cradle is otherwiſe taught to {mother 
VP in fhilence both his owne ouer-curious inuentionscon- 
ceiued of ſupernaturall operations, and alſo what hee 
knowes or heares exorbitant, frivolous, and redounding 
eyther to the diſhonour of Gods power, to the diſpa- 
ragement of his lawes, or to the diſgrace of his neigh- 
bours fame. And forthe vulgar ſort , their iudgement is 
crooked and confuſed, that they extoll ſhowes and ſha- 
doiwes of truth, and cannot diſtinguiſh berweene necel- 
lary and ſuperfluous ſpecches . 

Thirdly , ponder his manner of ſpeaking, whether as a 
paſſionate perſon in his furious wood,or in the bitter and 
incited anguiſh of his ſoule: whether the ſpiric of Detra- 
Qion tickles the poſſeſſed party at tableboord,at Tobac- 
co-taking,at golipping (for at thoſe times people waxe 
giddy headed and phantaſtical), by reaſon of the mouing 
ofthe blood and humours)or whether his ſpeeches tend 
for his owne vtility andprofite , or for reuenge of ſuppo- 
ſed wrongs.or emulous concurrence in worldly attaires, 
Ex abundantia cords os loquitar, Out of the hearts abun- 
dance the tongue ſpeakes.

Commonly he watcheth about the igs 
norant and common {ort of people, to inucigle their vn- 
der{tanding, to ſowe vanity and malice in their bearts , 
that afterwards they may continuallyyarie, and as rotten 
vapors diſperſe them for nevelties into the open cares of 
theirneighbors.Theſe be they, whoſe firl} ſaluration in al 
meetings,is to aske, What newes? Theſe be they , which 
live by newes as the Salamander by the fire. Theſe jolly 
fellowes,as if our gouernement in Great Britaine were a 
conluſed Anarchy , or a petulant Demecracie do deſcant 
and deliberate on wiſe mens deedes; yea , and now and 
then on:their lives, Whatſocuera wiſe man -dothconfi- 
derately or moderately, they argue it a kinde of (lothfull 
cowardiſe. What i circumſpettly forewarned , that they 
hold to be curioſity,but what ſoener is raſhhaſty and precipi- 
tate,that is thought by them to be coxragiouſly determined, 
Faete monſtrous Hydracs of many heads , Bellue multo. 
r47: copituns,do ground their opinions vpon ſandy foun- 
dations : they are ſtout when dangers are a arre oft , and 


very jrreſolute when they are imminent and at hand. Vn- | 


boppy 15 he,which-repoſeth any confidence in their afſer- 
tions. Admit a man is by themiuflly extofied, what thing 
more 
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more augmenteth it to the conſcience of a wile man,that 
| meafureth not his good by common rumours aud re. 
ports,but by the infallible truth of the conſcience? Fe 
that # praiſed vuworthily , onght to bee aſhamed of his 
praiſe. 

On the contrary,ſuppoſe that the vndiſcreet multitude 
rageth againſt thee with booke, bell, and candle for thy 
vigilance, ſervice, andpaines taken in the behalfe of the 
Weale publique, what harme I pray thee , may redound 
thereof? Let the ſecurity of thy conſciencemitigate thy 
gricfe, If thou were badde and like vnto thy Detratlors. 
thy company would be much more pretious vnto them. 
Euery like laues his like : as a certaine eAthenian anſwe- 
{wered one that asked him, why hee ſubſcribed ro the 
baniſhing of eAriftides the imft ? for none other reaſon 
(quotli he)then becanſe he is inſt, But thou that carelt 
more for the precepts of the Lord then for the preſcripti- 
ons of man, eſteeme none otherwiſe of the ſprrit of De- 
trattion,then of an idle brainc,or a talkatiue rongue.T o/- 
lat ſua munera cerdo,let the popular ſort keepe their ap- 
plauſes and corruptions with themſelues. While thou 
walkeſt vprightly in the fight of God ,, it is not their con- 
fuſed Detrattions which can impaire thy credite, Juſtice 
ſhines on.thy ſide with vndefiled honours : ſhe will pa- 
tronize thy fame,and ſhelter thy good name vnder her 
vertuous wings. Bur for all this,thon murmureſt,that the 
ſprint of Derr«Rion,prouokes many privy aCuerſaries a- 
gainſt thine innocence , whoſe chiete ſtudy is to regiſter 
thy daily ſpeeches ix folio with a miſhapen tayle , andto 
calencer thy proceedings, as if they were ſolemne actes 
and monuments , with an intent ſometime or otherto 
rippe vp a whole yolume or legend of tranſgreflions a- 
eainſt thee before the Higher powers, O ſimple animal, 
Oliucr-hearted man. An Heather:ifh Embafladour could 
an{were great eAlexander , that his Countrey-men fea- 
red no earthly thing at all but onely one, namely .leſt = | 
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Skic would fall, And yet thou a { briftian, which knows 
elt the vacertainty of this world,fearelt (like a crauen)c- 
ueryccaking compauion, Waereas contrariwile thou 
oughtelt ro tore-arme thy ſpirit with an vadaunted reſo- 
Jucion,atter the exam>le of an elderly /u4ze in this our 
Common-wealth, who being adinoniſhzd by his friends 
notto goe abroad (o careleficly wicthour company for 
feare ot inany enzmies, whom he had ſtirred vp through 
his ſeuerity,thus conftantly anſwered : eA/ar , what can

An honeſt man ought to reioyce that enuy awaites 
ypon him,that the ſpirit of Derraltion attends vpon him: 
for how ſhall it be knowne that hee is hoacſt if hee be 
without temptation ? [obs patience had not beene ſo il- 
luſtrious , if Sathan had not repined at his god/y living. 
Suſannaes chaſtity had not ſhined fo conſpicuous, if the 
two Elders had not vrged her to villany. Neyther had 
the power of the great /chovah extended wich ſuch Ma- 
iefticall terrour among his creatures , if he had not lefr 
ſome to be hardned and ledde aſtray. The light is moſt 
apparant in the darkeſt Chaos. Euen {ſo doth the Pro- 
teftants faith appeare moſt bright in reſpe& of blinde 
Papiſts. A faire womans beauty fhewes neuer more 
gallant,then when ſhe Rtands among deformed Dowdes, 
nor can a generous ſpirit be diſcerned more clcerely then 
in temptations, In temptation,in aduertity , a wiſe man 
ſhall quickly ſee of what mertal! or fluffe the temprcd is 
compoſed, Surely ir is requiſite for the firengebning of 
our faith,andfor the glory of God , that the Elect { like 
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Bold that is ſcuentimes purified in the fire) be purged 
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from the froathy dregges of fleſh and bloud , « yther by 
| ſenſible ſtings in their owne perſons, or elſe by exempia- 
| ry animaduerſions of other mens ctrours, Euen as that 
| woman, whom her husband apprehends in adulterir 
ſtands in greateſt awe and ſubiction , and common!y 
from that time forwards clicemes her husbands com- 
mandement mo? pretious , as it were the legal] rule of 
her life ; ſo the fivfull ſoule that acknowledgeth her 
owne guiltineſſe, ſtands in greateſt feare of Gods iudge- 
ments,and ever after her conuer(ton watcheth,as it were 
with Lincexz eyes,lelt Sathans meſſengers , namely, the 
hy of Detrattion , the ſpirit of mallice , or ſuch like 
ends doe finde a hole tm- her coate, or a breach in her 
fort, S*,Paxl writes,that he had beene exalted aboue mea- 
ſure with the abundance of rewelations , if th: meſſenger of 
Sathan had not buffeted him,and giuen him a pricke m the 
fleſh,which I take to be aduerfity or perſecution, And fo 
{ likewiſe ſhould we waxe too proud with proſperity, if 
| weneuer taſted of the cup of aduerſity. This moued the 
Samian Tyrant, tocaſt into the Sca an ineltimable Tewel, 
becauſe he might ſeeme to change his rich fortunes, 
Which ſuperflitious cuſtome the Venetians tooke vp, 
their Duke throwing into the Sea a golde ring : though 
now-a-dayes they alledge that ceremony onely at their 
Dukes inſtalling, to be a fooliſh marriage berwixt their 
ate and the Sea. Without doubt it is expedient that the 
ſpirit of Detraftion attend on Magiſtrates as their ſha- 
dow,leſt their pompuous authority puffe vp their minds 
aloft to the higheſt altitude of the Zodiacke,or leſt,as the 
Lyricke vaunteth : 
Sublimi feriant fdera vertice, 
Wrb lofty heads they firike the ſtarry $kie; 
and fo with ambitious Phaeton they forget God and 
themſelues, Theſe things conſidered , Magittrates muſt 
looke ſomewhat neerer vnto their wayecs , if not for the 
loue of vertue, yet formidine pene, for feare of puniſh- 
ment, 
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ment,ſor feare of D:trattiov, Neuertheleſſe, 1 exhort 
| wiſe men to make more account of them that be detra- 
Red and cnuied ,and to cou::tenance them in their at= 
thoritics againl(t ſuch furious tempeſis; for they know 
that neyther themſclues,nor yer their Prince are exempt 
from Sathans frownes and flings ;.and alſo they know 
that the multizude(who,asLipſze interpretes, iv vere val- 
£# fex & limus) have ever oppoſed themſelues to ri:c 
true paſſage of vertue, Which cauſed a great Lord of 
France thus to comfort Monſieur du Cheſne, that com- 
plained vnto him, how he was Detratted and enui:d by 
| ſome in his countrey : You complaine(quoth this Noble- 
man ) of a matter , whereof you haue cauſe rather to tri- 
uiwph,andto ere ynto your ſelfe a Trophee :for in that 
you are enuied, it is a very certaine token and argument, 
that there is ſome vertuous thing in you, which deſerues 
to bepraiſcd : Vous vous plaignez, d* wne choſe, dont vous 
denriez, faire trophee : car eſtant enme , c eſt vn ſene & 
argument treſcertain , qu" il y a quelque choſe en Vous de 
verineux, qu merite d eftre lote, 
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lodged from bim . 
> That a0 worldly cauſes ought to diſpoſe a man vnto Detraſtions, 


Hat which is once inueterate in the bone 
will hardly our of the fleſh : euery creature 
loves his natural home, be it neuer ſo home- 

od ay ly,and will not depart therehence volynta- 
rily , no more then our Northen Nations will be drawne 
to F'ogmia,Norimbega , or ſome other countrey in the 
Wett Indies, vhere abound farre richer commoditics, ri- 
cher grounds , and ampler ſcopefor the fruition thereof 
| then they haue in Exrepe. So that I may boldly ſay vnto 
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them, as once I laid vato a worthy fiiend of mine, which 
preferred his mountanous lands before our fertile fields : 
O infelix anis ,qu1 naſceris in obſceno loco. O wretched 
bird, which wert bred in a wretched place, Such is our 
folly,that we cannot exchange our barren ſolzciſmes for 
refined (yllogiſmes,our barbarous mumplimus, for are- 
formed lumplimus. We cannot leaue off our cancreq cu- 
ftemes for a regenerous vertue, Our conflitutions are 
queafie; and io inured to malicious Detrattions,as a cer- 
taine woman of dia to (trong poiſons , that we cannot 
without a perilous diftemperature reclaime our ſelues 


from that poyſoned vſage. 

Yet notwithſtanding all thy cuſtomes , O heedleſſe 
man,thou art weighed in the ballance, and found too 
light, Better itis to dwell ina Meſech, in the Tentes 
of (edar,nay in the Rrangeft countrey among the Canni- 
bals,then to ſoiourne among ſuch curſed copi-holders 
or villanous vaſlals vader the {pirit of Detraition, Where- 
fore weane thy minde from D etrattions , while thou haſt 
flore of time. Giue euery man his due,or hold thy peace, 
and let Gods prouidence alone. If the world like thee 
not,detra& not from the vileſt wretch,but rather reioyce 
that others yet delight in charity , in difiributing almes, 
Or doth thy neighbour diſquiet thee , becauſc he is not 
as bountifull as thy ſelfe ? Looke thou onely to thine 
owne talent, It may be , that of himſelfe without thy 
carping,he will become a liberal conuert,like that Teren- 
an Demea: Though thou be ſtrong, he may be more ac- 
tive : though thou be ſtrong and aCtiue, he way be wiſer 
or more pregnant in wit ; though thou be nobly borne, 
he may haue a better face : though thou halt an amiable 
face,he may be better bodied: yea and perhaps, though 
thou and he be as charitable as T obias , as bountifull as 
CMeacenas,as firong as Herenles, as nimble as eAſabel, 
as wile as Solom2n, as well deſcended as Aiax , as beauti- 
full as Abſolon ; there may come a gouty Craſſus, and a 
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greedy ("reſis onely with earthy excrementsto bereaue 
you both of your hearts contentment , your amourous 
Saints, For this c2uſe embrace patience and taciturnity, 
and neuer detract from Tobias his charity ; from AMace- 
as his bounty ; from Herewles his frength; from Aſa- 
bel his aRiuity ; from Solomon his wiſedomez from Aiax 
his birthright; from «Abſolon his beauty; nor from mi- 
ſers their golden traſh : though the want of them or of 
worldly pleaſures diſcontent thy wordly thoughts. It one 
Sparrow cannot light ypon the ground, if one haire can- 
not fall from our heades without the appointment of 
God; why doftthou,O {imple man, fometimes {well with 
anger, ſometimes {coffe and ſcolde, ſome other times 
pine away with enuy,and at all timcs raiſe vp a tumultu- 
ous hurly-burly, and a confuſed combuſtion within thine 
owne body,againſi thine owne foule, becauſe this world 
ſorts not altogether according to thy will and wiſh ? Re- 
member the table of the fooliſh Frogge, that malitiouſly 
repined at the Oxe, becauſe he dranke more then him- 
ſe}fe,and ſo firiving to match him , burſt his owne belly, 
After the {ame ſort, 

Dum mendicantes plures videt ,ove dicaci 

Perſequitur mendicus ,acri marcet g, dolore, 

One beggar frets with rayhng and with woe 


Bccaule he ſees neere him more beggars OC,

the law to haue witneſles produced ? Is it notto tric the 
truth? And what truth can there be found in ſuch noto- 
rious lewd livers, whoſe thoughts are altogether dulled 
with ſenſuall pleaſures? Whac true proofe can there be 
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expected from them,who differ bur very little from bruit 
bealtes? Therefore it were fit that Tudges and Iurours 
regard citcumſtances as wellas witnefles, Doth a cort- 

mon drunkard or a common whore-huntcr depoſe ? 
ſuch muſt haue meanes to maintaine their vices, Doth a 
beggar or a priſoner ſweare ? belecuc him not , for pin- 
ching penurie will perſwade perſons to teſtifie that the 
crow is white, Ncede will make the olde wife trot, 
. Quid non mort alia petora cogss , 

Anri ſacra fa nes Yoon — 

Is a common Barretonur produced to teflific his know- 
ledge ? A Barretour is euet malicious, litigious,and full of 
miſchiefe. 1s a Rogue brought in to giue cuidence? 
His wit runnes a wool-gathering , and with the aboue 
named perſons, he ought rather to be ſent into Bridewell, 
then to ſtaine the iudiciall proceedings of an honourable 
Court, But how is it poſſible for auoyding of confuſion 
and delayes in ſuites,to ſound out the certainty and abi- 
litie of the proofes and perſons ? Euery man carinot e- 
qually diſcerne of ſpirits ; euery man is not a Solomon , a 
Nathan,a Peter,a Paul? Therefore our [urie men had 
neede of further infiruRion , that they accept not wit- 
neſles of all ſorts,tag and rag,withour cxception. It were 
good for the Common-wealth that ( emmiſcions were a- 
warded to examine their carriage and þchauiours, In the 
Eccleſiafticall (onrt men may in ſome ſort except againfi 
falſe and infamous witnefles : and ſo out of the Courrs of 
Starre-chamber,Chancery and ( ouncell of the Marches, 
vpon vrgent motions there are graunted extraordinarie 
Commiſcions,with crofle and wictie article , like Daniels 
Interrogatories to intrappe ſuborned witneſſes. Burt this 
courſe is cofly, painefull , and very ſeldome followed or 
allowed. 

Whether this latter motion doe not deſerue your fur- 

therance,I appeale to cuery ſubic& in particular , euen

| meete at all times, day or night, yea, in the dawning,twi- 
light, and midnight wich drunken difſolutes, who for 
maintenance of their trade will be contenrt to ſell oathes 


out falſe newes, blaſphemous newes, runuagate reports, 
{launderous reports, tending to their Gods diſhonour, or 
totheir neighbours diſgrace : heere, you ſhall find ma- 
ny mercenaries ready to be preſt at your commaund, 
Thus doe theſe alchouſe knights , knights of the peſt, or 
poſting knaves attend on the Sprrit of Detratlion , in- 
tending to ſet their tongues and ſoules to ſale, ro ſweare 
and forſweare whatſocuer the Dimell or his adherentes 
will enjoyne them , not onely againſt their neighbeurs 
name and fame, againſt their rights*and liuelyhoode,

haps any one more forward then the reſt fearing the 
ſhipwracke of his conſcience , for waxing ſlouthfull in 
his charge againſi theſe (ertarnrs, or for winking at ſuch 
enormities of theſe his Countries Cyc/ops,ſhould chance 
ro extend the rod of his authoritie in ſuppreſſing them; 
preſently Sathan ſuggefterh ſome of his darlings, detra- 
Aing Barretonrs , to countenance theſe lewde liuers ; 
and rather then faile, he ſubornes them to moleſi thoſe 
zealous magiſtrates by hooke or by crooketo the Srarre 
Chamber, or to ſome other principall ( ourt two or three 
hundred miles off, for trifling matters not worth the ſpea- 
king : and allto the entent,to terrifie and tire them with 
tedious travelling too and fro; ſo that few cfhicers dare 
pur in execution what the law requireth them, being 
loth to hazard their goods and perſons in ſo weariſome 
a tourney, in ſo cumberſome a ſuite. Theſe, theſe bul- 
begears (1ſay) bethe onely obſiacles, that Tnſtice is 
not executed againſt the malefafors of our countrey.

VT hile they thought te be hid in the darkneſſe of their 
ſannes,they were ſcattered abroad in the very middeft of the 
darkg conering of forgetfulneſſe, put to horrible feare and 
wonderouſly vexed. For the corner where they lay — 
not kgepe thews from feare becauſe ſounds came round about 
them, and vexed them, yea many terrible and ffrange viſt 
ons appeared vnto they, 

They were ſometimes chaſed with monitrous apparitions, 
and ſometimes they ſwoooned as their owne ſoules had be- 
trayed them : for au haft:e feare, and that was not looked 
ſor, came vpon them. 

T hey were all bound with one chaine of darkneſſe : whe- 
ther itwere a blaſing wind, or a ſweete ſong of the birds a- 
mong the thicke branches of the trees , or the vebemencie 
of haſty running water , or great noyſe of the falling downe 
of flones, or the running of playing beaſts , which they ſaw 
not, or the mighty noſe of roring wild beafts, or the ſound 
that anſwered againe in the hollowneſſe of the monntaines: 
which we call Eccho, theſe terrible things made them 


wiſe man , which wrote the booke of

T hey feared where no feare was, Becauſe they top their 
earesfcom hearing the Goſpel, and ſhut their eyes from 
reading the truth, therefore doth God ſend ſuch light 
things to terrifie their vnrighteous hearts, When we 
pray ynts our Creator, they pray vato Creatures, When 
we craue to be holpen by the onely helper and Saviour 
of the world, Teſw« ( brift, they pray vnto them, that 
ſometimes were finners here on carth, truſting in Beads, 
Crucifixes and other flocks or Idols, reietirg ſpirituall

= and ſpirituall comfort. As for example, I remember 
about eight yeares ayo, in paſſing ouer the Pyrenees be- 
twixt France and Spayne, when I and others then in 
company hauing loſt our way, and alſo being benighted 
and fearing to be aſſaulted by wild beaſts began to draw 
Bb out| 
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out our weapons for feare of the worli, a certaine Semi- 
ary ſcholer newly come from Downay , armed himſelfe 
with his Beades,putting them about his necke ,and ſaying 
ynto vs, that he cared not for all the Beares ofthe world, 
as long as he had thoſe Beads about him, which as he al- 
ledged, were conſecrated by the Popes owne handes, 
Whereby a man may note to what ſuperſtition and fol- 
lies this ſe is drawne, that from the Spirit of Godthey 


berake themſelues to carthly hopes. No maruell then 
that they are alſo blindfolded in attributing ſuch belecte 
to Goblins and Sprights. 

The ſimpler fort when they behold bur a firedrake, a 
flaming meteor, the ſhooting of the ſtarres,or candles a- 
bout dead mens ſepulchers, ( which indeed are no other 
then ſulphureous exhalations.) Preſently wy gine out 
that they ſaw Sprights or Diuels, And if they had not ſo-

Ochers haue beene put to great feare by looking on 
ſhining worms,on bones of newland fiſh,or on a kindof 
rotten wood, which ſhine very bright in the night time. 

Some againe haue trembled in their beds at the ſud- 
den rumbling and noyſe,which Cats, Rats, or Mice haue 
made in ſearching for their prey: or at the ſtirre and coile 
which diſguiſed ſprights have cauſed, Many pageants 
haue beene practiled with the benefit of the night to the 
oreatterrour of them, that were.not very wiſe :. ſome 
haue wrought wonders, by walking on the water vpon 
tilts, I meane vpon deepe waters, as others haue walked 
with large ſoles cf corke, 

I have likewiſe heard of ſome Conicatchers that went 
currant for Conimrers, who to gaine themſclues eftima- 
tion among fooles, hane purpoſe!y mm the fieldsplaced in 
a darkenight creviſes. or tortoiſes alive with burning

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noiſe flying round about it, Thus the Dixell ſometimes 
playeththe part of a Mountebanke,venting out his coun- 
terfeite wares vnder the faire colour of ſanitification , 
ſome othertimes he ſeemes to raiſe vp himſelfe really at 
ſinfull mens commaunds,and all for the eſtabliſhment of 
the ſcarlet coloured beaſt , the Pope and his Cardinals, 
whoſe Kingdome he wots well cannot chuſe but decline 
without ſuch traſh,trickes,and trumperies.

As for example; the Diuell forſecing , that by 
Lmthers preaching he was like to lole many of his gueſs, 
cucn in Lmthers lifetime, foborned one of his falſe Pro- 
phets to ſet out a booke in print of Lambers death, The 
ſame very day when Lmther dicd ( as this Homeromaſtix 
reported)many that were poſlefſied of Diucls in a towne 
of Brabant (which lay diſtant from the place where hee 
was ſuppoſed to die , aboue three lwndred miles) were

they had beene?They an{wcred,that by the appointment 
of their. Prmce they were called forth to Lathers Funeral, 
Which likewiſe was proued to be true, becaule aſeruant 
of Lygthers,cthat was in his chaznber-when hee died, ope- 
ning the caſement to take the ayre , ſaw a great number 
of vgly Spirits hard by the window, leaping and dancing, 
Afterwards when Lathers body was laid in his grauc , 
preſently there aroſe a tumultuous noiſe and terrible 
found, that the earth ſeemed tomoue, The next night 
after they hcard a louder noiſe then before about his 
Tombe, For which cauſe in the morning they opened 
his Tembe,where in ſtead of his corps they found but a 
foule ſauour of brimftone. 

The copie of which Pampilet , when Luther read , he 
ſubſcribed theſe wordes: I ain ſory that God is iniuried 
by this fition, Otherwiſe I can but ſmile at the Dwvels 
malice, wherewith he and his complices the Þ apiſts pur- 
ſue me. Iris ftrangeto ſee with what impudence theſe 
iugling Prieſtes dare diuulge ſuch a notorious lie of 
hum, whom his owne neighbors and Countreymen know 
better then they or any other forrainers, This 1 can te- 
Rifte,that throughout all Germany, where I travelled, his 
memory is blefled,his birth-day folemnized,and himſelfe 
reputed for a ſecond Elias. But(as I ſaid before)our Ido- 
latrous Enchanters in policy inuented this fable for the 
glory of their Hierarchy, which God peruert like Achr- 
tophels deuiſes, 

Hereby we gather,that moſt of our ( onmrations,lying 
miracles,and fooliſh fables were deriued from the Papiſts 
for the corrupting of the ſimpler ſort, and that of right 
Cont-catchers are termed Conmrers,and wizards witches, 
Oaely they differ in this, that the: Comm-catcher and Wi- 
zard receiue their knowledge by an infolded or implicite | 
luggeſtion in their braines trom the Diuell ; and that the” 
( #ninrer and Wrich reape with the Diuels ſickle more 0- 
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and to make a prey of our ynderſtanding. 


But here I muſt tell you one thing worthy the obſcr- 
uation, that euen as the Papiſts will nor ſee their myflical 
eAntichriſt (though that which with-held his publique re- 
wilmg till this time be in a manner taken out of the way , to 
wit,the glory of the Romane Empire ) no more then the 
Tewes would ſce their Meſsias , (though likewiſe that 
which withheld his revealing til his deſtinated time was 
taken out of the way ,to wit, that the S cepter ſhomld not 
depart from.» Inda , nor a Law-giner from- betweene his 
loines,wntill Shiloh came , which was Chrilt) : ſo weot 
the reformed Church beſorted with childith credulity 
will not beleeue the truth,though it be felt with handes, 
(as they fay)and ſhewed vs by demonſtrations infallible, 
that Commrerrand Wiches can at no miraculous matre! 
of moment at all(their chiefe Maſter himſelfe being but a 


lier and impoftor)howſocuer Frier Bacon with his braz: 


head (which he purpoſed to let vp in Salisbury-plaine tor 
the eighth wonder of the world)andthe Popyſh Icolaters 
with their Maſſe-monging and Holy water went currant 
for graund Coninrers1n olde time : Becanſe they recerued 
not the lone of the truth,that they might be ſaued , therefore 
God ſends them ſtrong deluſion, that they ſhould beleene lies. 
Wherefore let the faithfull accept this tor a cauear , that 
when the Duwel{takes vpon him to become terrified with 
the beſprinckling of Holy water, with Recle , or with the 
thundring Blles of a A{aſſe-Prieſt , he doth it onely of a 
politicke firatageme to confi me his adherents in ſuch 
vaine fooleries , afterrhe example of Tomyre , who fai- 
ned her fſclfe with all her rroupes to flie, that thereby ſhe 
might entangle Cirus , and give him the greater foile, 
Whereto alludes that notable ſaying of onr ſage Solo. 
won, He walked among the Papi/ts by childiſh and affray - 
ing terronrs,to mocks and accnſe therr childifherronrs, Yea, 
he walked among them the more familiarly vader the ba» 
ltard names of Larum , Lemurum, Deorum: Penatumey, 
Lar 
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Laruarum,Dryadum,&c outwardly ſeeming to care for 


their temporall profit, when as in truth his purpoſe was 
inwardly to worke them harme in their {oules and con- 
ſciences, that their wils and ſpirituall natures might be 
peruerted like vnto his.

Iracles were rife in the eApoſtles time at 


the fuſt preaching of the Goſpel, yeaand 
Y many yeares after , etten as Revelations 
were alſo common at the firf! promul- 
ging and publ:ſhing of Moſes law. Bur 
afterwards through mens curioſity, ar- 
rogalicy , aud negligence they ceaſed like as the vrime 
ceaſedtor along time after ſoſnahs, age. The chiefe end 
of Miracles was lent by the Redeemer of the world to 
reconcile mens mindes ynto the purntie of the doQtine, 
which at the ſame time he ſent to beare them company. 
Theirend, I ſay, was that their energy and efficacy might 
moue mens ficely hearts to relent and repent them of 
their abhominations; which preuailed in all thoſe whom 
hit pronident Father bad. ſealed vp to be ſaned from the 
beginning, Whereby we may oblerue, that the vertue 
of true miracles. ſprang fromthe goodncſſe of the do- 
etrine, which-then the Lords great Ambaſſadenr graffed 
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towards the poſterities of the ele&.; $o that this godly 
doQrine ſeparated ſuch miracles from the Diels deceits, 
from natures operations, and from mens inuentions, 
Their mutuall concurrence confirmed the ſpectators in 
their reſolution, namely , that their preaching and tea- 
ching proceeded from the glorious light, 

Sithence which golden age of the Goſpell it pleaſed 
the Lord according to his vatearchable will , and accor- 
ding to Saint Tohns and Saint Pauls propheſies to leave 
his Charch (oiourning in the ſolitary wilderneſle, perſc- 
cuted by the detratting Dragon ,' to ſuffer his two wit- 
neſſes the true records on earth of the lightſome word 
that was incarnate for our ſaluation, to be mangled, mar- 
tyred, and maſlacred in the ( itie of the ſprituall whore, 
and fo to permit a generall defeion and departure from 
the faith at the entrie of the e Antichriſt into the World 
( which continued well nigh eight hundred yeares ) and 
the true dotrine failing,true miracles failed, Which when 
the Dimellnoted, he laid hold on that vile oportunity of 
Apoſtaſie and generall defeAion of faith, and in feed of 
thoſe true'miracles he hatched falſe miracles according 
to his owne naturall diſpoſe, lying wonders, and brought 
in canonization of Saints, whereof my ſelfe was an eye 
witneſſe in Milla in the yeare 1603, adoration of fin- 
full men, maſſes for the dead , marchandizes of bumane 
ſoules, Gods of golden beads, of holy water, of crucifixes, 
and alſo'old wiues tales, whereof the Popiſh Legends are 
as full, as cuer Diemedes his ſtable was of prodigious 
dung. Many miracles were fathered ypon giddy headed 
people in their death beds, when good men through ex- 
| tremitie of torments haue ſpoken, they knew not what, 
They record, thatthe Virgine Mary deſcended dow 
from heauen,to giue $ Fulbecke her breaſts to ſuck, while 
'helay ficke.Such another idle toric old father D arbiſhre 
a Teſnite ſometimes Chancelour of London vnder Biſhop 

Bonner told me in Lorraine of one Throgmorton, whom 
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he peruerted at Paris to the Romiſh Religion, 
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Falſe miracles thus growne in requeſt,the Diuel] fore, 
ſeeing,that his buzzards might breake our of his ſnares, 
except he found ſome other firatageme :o entanglethem, 
preſently conuocates a Synode or Councell of Detrattmg 
Spirnts,not much vnlike to the Councell of Trent or the 
Cardinals confiftory, and there enacteth parts for ſeuerall 
ſpirits ro a(yer ſo that the Spirit 9/ Detrattion attend on 
the all) ſome he appoints to play the parts of Hobgobling, 
or Robbing goodfellowes; ſome he chuleth to countenance 
the Clergy in their perking chaires,ſome to feaſt with the 
fooliſh pezants,who of the Italians were called glifarfar- 
relli, maz&apengoli,ard of the Engliſh and Romanes fai- 
fie folkes lares, Dryades, © Hamadryades;ſome to mecke 
monkes as horned Satyres. Some he fubornes with fained 
ſhapes to appeare vnto groſle headed folke. Whereas in 
very deed ſuch ſhapes are no more real] then Emridices 
Ghoft, whom her husband Orphers thought to appre- 
hend,when inthe cnd: 
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Nilnifi cedentes infelix arripit anras, 
Vnahappy he on ncthing meets, 
But on the ayre, which backe refleet, 

When a man fortunes to ſee any ſucly ſuch Rtratinge 
ſights,let him call ro miad that they be but deceptto wiſus 
a colourable miſt caſt forth by the ſpiritual Dragon to be- 
witch his vnderſianding,or that his fight is poſi fled with 
{ome ſuffucon after ſleepe figured and frabolized with 
falſe vihhions of ſmall atomes manifoldly colored , or elſe 
lethim call to memory his owne imbecillitic of nature, 
which might be miſlead cyther withan antipathy,or with 
excelle ot choler.or melancholy , as when he is ſicke of 
a ſzftronlike;iaundiſe, or when ſome groſle glewy matter 
15 eathered within the fleſhy finew of the eye. Doe not 
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we reade in bookes of raturall Sience, that the 'ſenfible 
obietl bemg more exceedingly excellent doth dull the ſence 
which is leſſe excellent? doth not ſnow ſometimes grieue 
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our lights? Dorh not a candle of virgine waxe mixc 
with oyle of ſaakes alter the outward forme of the loo- 
kers faces , and cauſe the whole roome to appeare in 
ſhew of ſnakes? haue not we in our time ſeene artifici- 
all looking glaſſes formed by cunning Oprtickes repre- 
ſeating many miraculous faces to one onely obicR? 
Doth not a compoſition of Agua vite , Brimllone and 
Salt make the ſtanders by to ſeeme pale colored. To this 
I adde that we ſceme to ſee ſomerimes fiery Dragons, 
Beares, and monſtrous meteoures in the clouds : when 
asintruth the ſame are but moyſt vapours mounted vp 
from the earth into the ayre,not having any ſuch ſhapes, 
but only ſuch changeable impreſſions as the Chameleon- 
like ayre affoordes them, Let him alſo conſider how di- 
uerſe honeſt men haue miſtaken knowne waics in a my- 
ſtie day. The refleQion of the Sunne beames have ſun- 
drie times bedazeled our cye fights : So we ſee thinges 
which arenecre vnto ſcarlet co ſhine red, Much more 
muſt we conceiue of Sathans craft, who hath beene 
experienced in pollicie eucr ſince the beginning of the 
world, He cannot chuſe but exceede the wiſeſt Philoſo- 
pher in worldly skill, by reaſon that hee is not cloyged 
at all with a maſſie bodie of fleſh and bloud, as we are; 
for this cauſe I ſay Sathan oucrlookes more eahily into 
theſecrets of nature, and practiſerh them with grea- 
tprompritude and agilitie againſt vs,when for our yn- 
ethiaclc'or weakneſſe God leaues our inward man 
naked, not youchſafing to cloath him with the habille- 
ents of grace, Howbeir, for all that the Diuels know- 
ledge is grear, yet we muſt deeme it but conieQures and 
efſes , which God oftentimes overmaſtereth , chec- 
ſeth, and changeth, becauſe we might know that he a- 
lone js powerfull-and true, 
To returne where have digreſſed , Sathay (becauſe 
that we might ſee how he hath more ſtrings to his bow 
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| then one, and knowes more waics into the wood then 


one) 
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o1e) employeth ſome others ſpiritually ro ſeduce mens 
ſhallow imaginations: which agents of his he commiſho- 
neth wirh ſpeciall errands and acticles; ſome he inſpires 
ro tell fortunes,as lying Palmiters; (ome to obſerue the 
flying of fowle,the eotrailes of fowle, which we terme 
Anzures;lome as Salamanders,to prophetic by fire, which 
we name Pyromancers, ſome to counterfeit the ſlate of 
Geographers, as vaine Geomancers; and ſome he enchan- 
teth(like ( bameleons ) tor ſpruce paraſites,cunning cour- 
tiers to ſooth euery man in his humour, and then with a 
Sardonicall laughter to cut their neighbours throates. 
Theſe with many other funRions of baftard arres he in- 
finuates into phantaſticall perſons, and alſo into them 
which build vpon their owne wiſedomes, 

But the moſt deteſtable of all his facuities ( which 1 
tremble to write of ) is the ſacrilegious finne of De- 
tratt;on againlt his Makers maiellie, wherwith he poſle(- 
(eth the moſt part of our country men, not onely in cau- 
ling them to ouerglut and ouerlade their bodies with 
meate, drinke, and ſmoke of Tobacco, (two or three 
conſuming in one day as mnvich as would ſuffice twentie 
honefler men thea themfelues) but alſo in the middeſt of 
thoſe their Bacchanales to taunt the glory of God, to 


| gibe at his glorious fones,and to impute the cauſes with 


the cffetes of rhwrders and /ightnings ynto his lying lelfe, 
It is wonderfull to marke how opinionated the molt part 
of the world are in this poyſonous paradoxe. They haue 
bene ſo long blinded in other ſuperſiitions, that they will 
hardly ſuffer themſeluesto be lifted vp oue of the gulfe of 
ignorance, It may be likewiſe that the Diuell,as he is an 
excellent enginer to gaine himſelfe that fulgurant fame 
and thundring name, hath ſometimes appeared in varie- 
ties of falſe vgly formes , cuen then, when theſe na- 
turall creatures of God, followed their naturall courſe 
and motion; and fo by that iugling tricke made the 


| world belecue that it was he, which played reuell rex 
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abroad in that terrible equipage, 

P arturinnt montes naſcetur ridiculus mus. 

He is with child of mounts and lofty things , 

But a poore mouſe and trifles he forth rings, 
Well may the Dragon ſtriue to flie,but his wings are 

clipt, and he according to Gods curſe mwſt creepe vpon his 
belly, and eate the duſt of the earth all the daies of his he, 
Well may he arrogate vnto himſelfe anothers operation, 
but,as a curſt cow hath ſhort hornes, ſo mult he in the 
end go naked (like e/£ſops crow ) when the true Owner 
challengeth his owne plumes of glory, God workes all 
wonders, t#/it alter hanores,but the Diuell beares the ho- 
nour for a while.

But intheend thcir Familiars fall out to be a packe of 
knaues of their owne families, reſembling thoſe vygodly | 
familiars,whoſe diſlembling formes the Spaniſh InquiG- | 
tion vſeth as inſtrumental] tortures , ro wreſt and wrivg 
out the conſciences of ſuppoſed Heretickes, 
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Such couſening ſpirits have deluded and daunted ma- 
ny of our iowa. 4 , inſomuch that their fame and 
faigned ſhapes terrified men of reſolution and of great 
renome,farre more vehemently, then if Goblins or Fay- 
ries had in yery deede appeared vnto them; though in 
truth they agree mutually together, both meeting in one 
meaning,both harping on one ſtring of deceit. 1 knew a 
valorous young Gentleman ,and one that ſometimes be- 
haued himſelfe very reſolutely in ſoldiourizing both by 
Sea and land,and alſo would not feare to meete any man 
in a Monomachy or fingle combate , ſo terrified with a 
diſguiſed Spright in the night time , that he wanted bur 
lictle of lofinghis ynderfianding, 

Brutzs that conſpired againſt [nlims Ceſar, otherwile 
encouraged himſelfe,when his bad e Angell appeared vn- | 
to him the night before he was ſlaine , to diſhearren and 
diſcourage him from the battell, as I ſuppoſe, Such ano- 
ther familiare Angell wrote on the Duke of Norfolkes 
Tent the night betore he was killed with King Richard 
the third at Boſworth: field, 

Lacke of Norfolke be not too bolde, 
For Dickin thy Maſter is bought and ſold, 

Many ftratagems we finde in Hiſtories to diſcourage 
and daunt men,like vnto Hannibals Bulles , which with 
fiery fagots tyed to their hornes hee droue our at mid- | 
night among his enemies , to ſcatter them and ſcare | 
them, 

But to returne vnto theſe Cunning men , who couſen 
our imple neighbours, I will excmplite their miracles, 

At London I heard one conſtantly aftirme , that hee 
would cure any infirmity whatſoeuer with a drie napkin 
and with impoſition of hands. 

Coppinger and Arthington worſe then the fooliſh Ga. 
lathians bewiched tooke one Hacket for Chriſt, as many 
in Loxdos yet lwing can tetlifie, 


AtFerona in Italy ,one of this bewiching rout , a de- 
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| eyther that ſhe ſhould be his. wife , or elſe never be her 


ceirfull Aonntebanke extolled ſo highly a counterfeite 
oyntment of his, ſingular (as he ſaid) againft all outward 


preſent with me, from buying ſome of it, when as after in 
the experiment the ſaid balme became of no more force 
then Scogginspouder of an vlde rotten poſte, | 
To thele SorcerersI may adde another reputed one,a 
poore Dexon.ſhire woman , dwelling in my neighbour- 
hood,in Walſh called Swymwraig, in Engliſh a charming | 
woman , who about three yearcs ſuhence was brought 
before me,and accuſed for bewitching an honeft mans 
daughter,in ſuch-ſort that ſhe languiſhed, like to die. Eui- 
dent proofes were not wanting , that ſhe vndertooke in 
the behalte of a young man enamoured of the mayde , | 


owne woman while ſhe liued,” After due examination , 
the poore woman conteſſed,that in regard of gaine(quod 
deloſi ſpes refmlſerit numm: )(he gulled the youth,and pro 
miſed largely to bring. his defire to paſſe. Being further 
demaunded,liow ſhe cured with incantations her neigh« 
bours cattell (another ſurmiſe by her accuſers ) ſhe aun- 
{wered,that ſhe healed chem not by any indire& meanes, 
but by drenches and medicinable hearbes. Likewiſe to 
get her a name, and money to ſupply her neceſſity, ſhe 
confeſſed, that ſhee ledde ſome ignorant perſons into 
fooles Paradifes by taking ypon her matters of wonder, 
About Maylall(as I heard by credible report) a cer- 
taine Gentleman of our Countrey , hauing miſled by 
courſe of iuflice to finde out the theefe that had flolne 
ſome goods of his,repayred to one of theſe, Wizards,car- 
neſUly.requeſting him to extend his cunning for. the dil- 
crying ofthe ſaid theefe and goods, Butall the comfort 
which he cou'd obtaine for his tee, was, that he had lent 
his booke of knowledge vnto a friend of his ; ſo that he 
could not at that inſtant accompliſh his defire, though in 
time,after re{litution of his book he doubted nor, but + 
wou 
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would conjure out the theefe, Whereby we may note 
the ſcarcity of true Witches,that in very deed indent with 
the Dixellreally. And Sathan is ſo heedfull , that we can 
hardly finde out his affured adopted children, 

Another of this forlorne crew, a runnagate Empiricke 
within theſe few dayes arriued in this Countrey , vade:- 
tooke the cure of a diſeaſed Gentleman; which he could 
as well performe as reueale ſtolne goods, which hkewile 
he faigned tothe ſimple Gentlewomen of the houle : yet 
notwithſtanding he led many, ſpeciatly the weaker fort 
into the Paradiſe of fuoles,and to eflceme him tor a rare 
Prophet, whereas in truth he was nc other then a Coni- 
catcher; for he diſcloſed no ſtolne goods at all , fauing 
thoſe, which himſelfe hidde , of ſet purpoſe to get hima 
name, 

Hcretofore in time of Popery , maſters of families in- 
vented , that the Fayries haunted Butterics and Cellers, 
onely to make young people aftraid of fitting vp late in 
the night, Againe ſeruarts themſelues ſometimes would 
counterfeir,that thoſe Fayries vicd toſuppe in their Ma- 
flers houſes; vader which colour they covered theipown 
wanton thefts, Herehence roſe that prouetrbe in France, 

On ſont filettes & bon vin, 

Ceft la ou hante le lutin, 

Where faire maydes are , and Rore of wine, 
The Goblins there to haunt combine, 

Let a man conferre with olde women (for this ſexe is 
much addited to nouveltics and lightnefle of belcefe) 
and he ſhall heare many firauvge fables of fuch Fayrie 
folkes. eA (omicke Poet introuuceth ſuch another kna- 
uiſh prancke,praCtiſed by a ſeryant towards his Maſter : 
This ſeruant the better to conceale and couer the looſe 
and lauiſh life of the ſonne from his fathers knowledge , 
and to colour the ſale of acertaine houſe, which they had 
made in his abſence, inuented and told the olde man at 
his returnefrom his farme in the Countrey, that both his 
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ſonne and he were forced to ſell the ſaid houſe, byrea- 
{on that Sprights in the nights vſed there to -haunt and 
to moleſtthem. Let this ſaffice for the diſcouery of our 
comman witchcraft, and ſorceries : Now I muſi ſhew the 
validity ot our ordinary coniurations, exerciſed onelyby 
learned men,which iump with the ynlearned in the main, 
namely,in deceit, 

Two (ubſtantiall Yeomen about twenty yeares fince 
having loſtplate & ether moucables , and defirous to be 
acquainted with the theefe, reſorted to a Colledg in Ox- 
ford, where mecting at the gate with a needy ſcholer, 
they enquired of him for ſuch a mans chamber, whom 
fooliſhfame had canonized in their credulous eares,for a 
notable Coniurer, The Scholer in outward appearance 
ſomewhat graue,after afew queftions,circumſtances,and 
verball complements, :zolde them that he was the man. 
But for ſatisfaQon of their requeſts, he tooke them priui- 
ly afide,declared vnto them the danger of the law , if it 
were knowne,and coyiſhly, like a cunning queane to her 
yourhfull nouice,ſcemed to repell their ſuits, They loth 
or perhaps not daring to returne homewards to their 
wiues,without ſome notice touching the flolne goods, 
vrged him more inſtantly to caft a figure, and rather then 
faile to coniure vp a ſpirit, that they might learne who 
was the theefe. Atlaft with ſome adoe, the ſcholler in 
reſpeR of his pouertic , reſolued to make a purchaſe of 
theſe ynlooked for gueſts, and to that end firſt requiring 
their oath of ſecrecy, like a true Chymiſt , willed them to 
reſort within three houres of night,to a chamber remote | 
from company.The honeſt men with pure proteſtations 
thanked his grauity,and went home to their Inne with 
gladſomehearts,udging each houre a day,ti! the prefrxed 
time drew nigh. In the meane ſpace the adulterate 
Coniurer calles vnto him more good fellowes , boone 
cotnpanions,confederates with them , that about ſuch 2 | 
time they ſhould likewiſe repaireto the defigned cham- 


ber, | 
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ber,with a whole Cutlers ſhop of weapons, as Proctors 
and Officers , to apprehend both the Coniurer and. his 
mates, Well, the appointed time approached, the good 
Yeomen miſled not to come thither , where allo the 
Conjurer met them,lockr faſt the chamber doore,and ha- 
uing prepared afore hand a great, Caldron full of hote | 
ſcalding water on a good fire , cauſed them to cafi their 
money therein, for feare leſt the ſpirit might annoy thern, 
by reaſon of ſuch prophane traſh, His commaundement 
food for alaw. Aſſcone as he had faſhioned his Circle, 
croſſed it,and inuocated on theſe terrible ſpirits : 
PBarbara,( elaremt, Dary Ferio, Baralipton, 
Celartes,D abitis ,Fapeſmo, Friceſonorum , 
( eſare.,( ameſires, Feſtino,Baroco,Darapti, 
Felaptan, Diſamns D atiſ,Bocardo,Ferizon, 
In ſtead of ſpirits,the falſe Proftors bounced and knock- 
ed at the doore,menacing to breake it open , if out of 
hand they opened it not, The poore men not aduentu- 
ring to budge one inch. from the center of the Circle, 
without their money , and now without hope of com- 
miſeration ameng ſtrange Officers , flood amazed in a 
quandary,with great horrour and dread, till the Proftors 
were letin by the Coninrer, Ah villaine, haue wetaken 
thee in-the manner,ſaid theſe new Prottors : there isno 
way ſaue one for thee, nor for theſe aſhſtants of thine. 
And with that in a faigned vehement rage,charged them 
ypon their allegeance to follow them towards the pri- 
ſon, The liver-hearted Yeomen very dutifully obeyed, 


be left behinde ſafe in the hote Caldron,let fall the raines 


| wentalong with them, all the way begging for grace 
; andfavour, with large promiſes of golden mountaines , |

' their proſperity, The pitifull Proftors onercome ar laſt

the next morning, which they faichfully promiſed, Bur 
being arciued at their lodging , they trooke counſel to- 
gether to giuethe PcoCtors the ſlip , and leaue the Con- 
jurer,to goe to the gallowes alone,without their fellow. 
ſhip. And ſo at midnight by the benefite of that darke 
time(as they thought)they left both Profors and Coniu- 
rer in the lurch,poſting away with great ioy for their for- 
tunate elcape,

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Atlength the time approached that this feat ſhould 
be put in practiſe. There was a great Hall choſen out for 
the nonce, wherein this faigned coniuration ſhould be 
made: for the efteQing whereof, an honelt Chirurgion 
was appointed to act the perſon of the pretended fpirit, 
Allthings thus prepared together with tac Gircle and 0- 
ther ceremonies , which Negromancers vic in fuch a

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him the more, he was encouraged not to be aſtoniſhed 
at what accident ſocuer that ſhould befall, Attcr {ome

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came not. Inthe end at the third call the Chirurgcon

throughly purged and cured of his fickencfle , the party

Betwixt London and Richmond there dwelt one Poole

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diuulged,that neere to his houſe by the high way fide a | 
Spright haunted commonly euery night, And to make it | 
the more famous, riding on a time towards Richmond | 


with diuers Caualcers in his company, the skie being 
cleere without any cloudes, Poole on a ſudden crofled 
himſelfe,and as one much aſtoniſhed, ſpake to himſelfe in 
this ſort : O immortall God,what doe I ſee ! His compani- 
ons asking him what he ſar , crofling himlelte yet morc 
he ſaid ; 1 pray God,that this fight which I ſez may turne to 
good, Wheu they lay hard vpon him , delirous to know 
the matter, with his eyes fixt towards the skie, and poin- 
ting with his fingerto a place in the Element, Doe not you 
ſee there(quoti he )y9nder cruell Dragon armed with fiery 
hornes and a wreathed taile? At firſt they denied that they 
ſaw anything, Bur at length becauic Poole, belike a man 
of ſome reckoning , very earnelily pointed at it with his 
finger : and becauſe he ſhould not thinke bur they were 
of as perfe ſight as himſelte , they conftantly afhr- 
med,aad faid , thac they allo ſawe that wondertull 
firange 1gat, What needes many wordes ? Within three 
or foure dayes the rumour had paſſed almoſt ouer all 
England, that ſuch a prodigious Monſter frequented 
theere,ncerc Pooles houſe, Yea,it is wonderfull, how the 
common people added more nouecltics vnto the fable,

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[olure in his belicte,hopecd as true as hi5 Creed to ſee the 
matter ſort out well co his liking, Which imagination 
ſo throughly poſleſled the maps inind, that beſide fights 
and ſpirits he dreamed of nothing, he ſpake of nothing, 
The habir of his mind appeared in his face, which became 
ſo pale, ſo extenuated, 1o directed , that a man would 
rake him for a Gho!l, and not a man, He wanted bur 
little of being out of his wits, 

Poole and his ſonne in law in their compaſſion towards 
the poore foole invented this ſlight to put him from his 
conceits, They counterteited an Epiflle with rare letters 
drawne, and thatnot in common paper , but in a Gold- 
ſ{mithes leafe wich golden characters.

pell ; he moueth the Infidels ro detract Chrift with Ma- 
gickethe pronoketh Hereticketo falfitie the truth, accor- 
ding to their owne phantahes, 

T atiamss diſputing with the Greciaxs , becanſe they 
derided and defviſed the Chriſtian Religion, ſaid,that the 
motiues of their deriſion were the ſpirituall ſuggeſtions 
of che Diuell, which deceiued chem-by vndettaking cures 
of diſeaſes, and by deluding them with witchcraft, and 
Diwinations; thereby to withdraw men from the truc 
worſhip: of God. 

[renexs the Diſciple of Polycarpus , who likewiſe was 
the Diſciple of S. ſobn the Exangehſt , proued that God 
was to be worſhipped,and not the Diuell: firſt , becanſe 
the Diuell conld not keepe and obſerue any promiſes 
which he made; for himſelfe poſſeſſed nothing : ſecond- 
ly,becaufe that the Diuell hath alwaics beene a-lyar , and 
is not to determine of any earthly Kingdomes, 

Origen auerreth,that charmes and forceries are deriſ:- 
ons ot Diucls,the dregs of Idolatry, and the beſotting of 
loules, 

Likewiſe he affirmeth, that our conflict and contenti- 
on with cuill ſpirits is ſpirituall. Theſe be the opinions of 
the Greeke Fathers, which flouriſhed within three hun- | 
dred yeares after Chriſt. 

Tertallian the firlt Latine Father teſtifieth,thatthe Di- 
uell is the Authour of ſfinne, cuen as God is the Authour 
of the puniſhment cf ſinne. 

That which is counterfeit is the buſineſſe of the Di- 
uell,cuen as that which is naturall is the worke of God, 

Perſecution immediately is ſent from God, and not 
from the Diucl], 

Wicked ſpirits are the Authours of all wickedneſle , 
which is committed by man. They fill all things with | 


deceits, 
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| deceirs,craft,and crtours, They infinuate themlelues jn- 
to mens bodies : but they cannot hurt any man , ſauisg 
him, whom they have in their full power, They were the 
inventors of Aftrologie , — , Oracles, Negro- 


mancy,and Magicke, Their chiefe endeuour is to auer: 


men from the woiſhippe and knowledge of the Divine 
Maieſty, God {uftereth the Diucll thus ro delude man- 
kinde,to the entent that the cuill might fight with the 
good; that vices might be oppoſed to vertue; that God 
might have ſome to puniſh, and ſome to honour him, 

eAnuguitine viterly denieth the Divels reall power 0- 
ucr any of Gods workmanſhip in theſe words: We mui 
not thinke that this matcria!l ſubſtance of vilible things 
doe cbey the Angels which tranſgreſfled , but that they 
obcy God alone. 

Another reverend E'der of the Church , reaſoning a- 
bout the cauſe of the deteRion of the Diuels illuſions,

writeth after this manner : Heretofore Diuels in vaine 
formes did enſnare men with deceits , hiding themſelucs 
in riuers,rockes, groues, and woods : but now-a-dayes 
ſince that Gods word hath beene made manifeſt , thoſe 


| deceitfull fights. ſpirits,and illufhions of Images are quite 


cealed. Note thu for the Dinels departure and defettion 
from among the Proteſtants in theſe dayes, 

The Duels flatteries hath done more hurt to the

not really reuelling, but ſpiricually roguing or reſtrained 
euen according to the pleaſure of = reat /chonab, 
in whoſe power alone it conſifteth ro bruiſe his head,and 
to bring vs ſafely out of his tempting ſnares,

None of the /ſraelites, which eame out of e/£2ypr,cx- 
cept ( aleb, liued to enioy the land of promiſe , becauſe 
they murmured againſt their Redeemer, who brought 
them out of ſervitude, and-cempted his patient ſprrit, 
therefore they periſhed in the wilderneſle. 

Saul deſpayriny of Geds mercy, and for that the Loyd 
vouchſafed not to aniwere him, by dreams,nor vrim,nor 
yet by Prophets, ſought tothe couſening witch of Ender, 
w ho againf} her will (like to Baalam and ( aiphas ) pro- 
pheſicd the truth by a ſuppoſed Samnel, that the ſprrit of 
God had quite abandoned bim, & that the next day after 
he ſhould be ſlaine by the Phil:Aimes, 

The Iſraelites diſcomfited the Swians, and killed one 
hundred thouſand of them in one day , according to the | 
ſpeech of the Prophet,that was ſent to the King of Iſrael 
with this meſſage : Thus faith the Lord, becaufe the 5S#- 
rians have faid : The Lordis God of the mountains, and 
not Gedof the valleyes :therefore will I deliuer this great 
multitude into thy hands, and you ſhall know that Iam 


the Lord, R 
Ahazia 
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Abaziah King of Inda being hicke, ſent mel 2ngcrsto 
Baalzebnb the God of El kron CONCe roing hi is diſcate,and 
recoucry, But Elias out of {/s mouth reſo'- 
ned him, ſaying, Is it becauſe there 15 10 God in [ſracl, 
chart you goc to enquire of Baxlzevry the God of Ekron? 
Wherefore thus fait hthe Lord : Thou (halt not come 
downe trom che bed, on which thou art gone vp, but 
thou ſhalt die the death. 

Amaziah Priz(t of Bethel bad the Prophet Amos pro- 
phetie no more at Bethel, becauſe it was the hjngs Ch: 'ppel, 
and the kings Court, Wherefore,and for that he control- 
led the Lords meflenger, thus faid the Lord : Thy wife 
(k, ill be an harlot in; the Citie , and thy ſor nes and d. mgiters 
ſhall fall by the (word, and thy lard ſhall be dinided by line, 
and thou [halt die in 4 polluted land, 

Beares came out of the forreſ}, and tare in peeces two 
and fortie children, which mocked E///a the Prophet, 
and reuiled him, with his bald head. 

Senacherib king of eA/j/ Yria warring with Hezehk "1s 
king of Inda, ſent a blaſphemous embaſſage vnto him, 
fignify ing, that the Lord could no more fſaue Ternſalem 
then the counterfeit Gods 
or Idols of other nations , which he deſtroyed, But the 
word of the Lord came to Eſay the Prophet ag oainſt Se-

' nacherth in this manner : Whom halt thou raile yu on,and 
| blaſphemed? againſt whom halt chou exalted thy voice, 

| and lifted vp thine eyes on high ? Euen againſt the Holy 
\ one of Iſrael, Becaule thou cage} againſt me, and thy tu- 
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mult is come vp into mine eares: therefore will I put my 
hooke into thy nolthrils, and my bridle inthy lips, and 
will bring thee backe againe the lame way thou cameſt, 
So the Angell of the Cond went out and ſmote in the 
campe one but ndred, threeſcore, and fiue thouſand men 
in one night, hod Senacherib-himſelfc at his teturne 
| home w asſlaine by two of his ſonnes. 

One Hananiab m the time of Zedekjah king of Tuda 
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propheſicd falſely among the [ewes at Teruſaiem, eycher 
of yaine glory, for lucre ſake, or of ſer-purpole topleale 
the kings humour. And the word of the Lord came to 
leremy the Prophet, who thus ſaid ynto him: Heare now, 
Hanaziah, the Lord hath not ſent thee: but thou makeſt 
this people to truſt in a lie. Therefore thus faith the 


Lord; Behold I will caftthee from off the earth : This | 


yeare thou ſhalt die,becauſe thou haſt ſpoken rebellioul- 


ly againſtthe Lord, So Havariah died the ſame yeare in | 


the ſeuenth moneth, 

Holephernes offcnded with eAchior, becauſe he ſaid, 
that the Lordof heaven had gw more power , then his 
king N abnchodonozor,blaſphemouſly detratted his eter- 
nall Maicſly, Whois God (quoth he) but Nabuchode- 
n02077he will ſend his power,and will deftroy them from 
the face of the carth, and their God ſhall not deliver 
them, Wichin a while after he was ſlaine by a woman, 
and his army diſcomfited, 

Ehmas the Sorcerer withllood Barnabas and Parnl, 
and lought to turne away the deputy from the Chriftian 
faith. Taen Pau being tull of the holy Ghoſt ſet his eyes 
on him and ſaid ; O man full of all cubrittic and all mif- 
chiefe, the child of the Diucll, and enemie to all righte- 
oulneſe, wilt thou not ceale to pervert the ſtraight waies 
ofthe Lord? Now therfore behold the hand of the Lord 
is ypon thee , and thou ſhalt be blind , and not ſee the 
Sunne for a ſcaſon, 

Our Sauiour Chriſt chrough the Spirit of God, through 


profound arguments confounded the Phariſees that de- | 


tratted his glorious miracles, alledging , that he did cafl 
out ſpirits no otherwiſe then through Bae/zebub Prince 
of Divels, His arguments were thele; Euerie kingdome 
(faith he) divided againſt it ſelfe ſhajl be brought to 
nought : and cyery Citie or houſe divided againſt it ſelfe 
ſhall not ſand. $o if S«thar caſt out Satharhe is divided 
againſt himſclfe, How then ſhall his kingdome endure? 
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| Whereby we may gather, that the chiefeſt fight ainſi 


the Spirit of Detratlion is the irrefragable word of God, 
ſceing that our Maſter ( rift himſelfe vicd this kinde of 
armour, 

Herod made an eloquent Oratien to them of Tyre and 
S1den.{o that the people ſhouted, laying, le is the voyce of 
God and not of man, But becauſe he arrogated the ſame 
to his owne worth, and gaue not glory vnte God, the 
eAngell of the Lord ſmote him, that he was eaten of 
wormesF, 

Saint Pawthe eApoitle imputes mens mentall puniſh- 
ments & infeQious licknegs with theſe peſtilent ſinnes, 
to our ingratitude and negligence in glorifying and fer- 
uing God. When they knew God(faith he) they glorified 
him not as Ged,neithet were thankfull,bue became vaine 
in their imaginations, and their fooliſh heart was full of 
darkneſſe, When they profeſied themſelues to be wiſe, 
they became fooles, for they turned the glory of the in- 
corruptible God, to the fimilicude of the image of a cor- 
ruptible man, of birds, of. foure footed beaſts, and of 
creeping things. Wherefore God gaue them vp to their 
hearts luftes , vnto vacleannefle, They turned the truth 
into a he, they ſerued & worſhipped the creature, forſa- 
king the Creator : for which cauſe God gaue them vp 
ynto vile affeRions, 

The ſame Apoſtle in ſhewing the cauſe of the ruine of 


the ewes, andthe calling of the Gentiles aſcribes the 


1 ſame vnto their Detrafions: for they going about to e- 


| Rabliſh their ewne righteouſneſle ſubmitted not them- 
ſelues to the righteouinefle of God. 
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Fe is no Politician 
( quoth Peter pleaſe- 
man ) that will not 
pledge the world in 
the cup of Detrattion, 
chiefly in theſe vnto- { 
ward times, when men 
{hall fit by themſelues, 
: as forſaken and for:- 
FA lorne , vnleſſe they 
| jumpe one with ang- 
ther in the ſelfe ſame

yeine of difcourſe : whether it be in derogating from 
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Gods omnipotence, or in diminiſhing of their neigh- 
bours fame. How ſhall men otherwiſe confume away | 
their times. Reading occafioneth bloudſhot eyes, and 
moyfl migrims;filence ingendreth melancholy,and ſleepe 
obſtupefieth the lodge of imagination, Bur ſpeeches ,be 
they merry or malicious, iefling or gibing , doe extend 
the windpipes, enlarge the heartſtrings, exhilarare the 
ſoules faculties, and enduce all companies to admire a 
mans fluent tongue, and to extoll his tiled voice,. Wir 
thou be enrolled in Gentlemens bookes for one of their 
principall fauorites? ftraine thy ſelte ro humour them, 
{coffe when they ſcoffe, bite when they bite, and ( like 
Hippocratestwinnes )\augh and weepe together, If chou 
heareſt themblaſpheme,or blazing outnouelties, indeuor 
thou to verifie the ſame,or to requite their familiar confe- 
rence with ſome additions of thine owne inuention, By 
this meanes thou ſhale make thy company precious vato 
them,&alſoprie(like an infinuaring intelligencer)intothe 
inward flate of all thy countrey. By this means thou ſhalr 
learne their ſcuerall-and ſecret inclinations, who be Auge- 
p01 corrupt Magiſtrates, who be carouſers, fornicators, 
or who haue encurred the danger of any penall (tatute, 
An Remule canes?

Let 
him ſeldome ſpeake, or not before a queſtion be asxed 
him, and he ſhall neuer be indemnificd, Lec him fo; 
the French mans counſel]:

Leparler briefe convient a verite ;

To prattle much one cannot withouc lies,, 

Or at the leaft without ſome vanir'e;, 

It well zgrees with dreames and fooleries; 

But pithic words belong to veritie. 

For this purpoſe that the talkatiue tmay be aſhamed of 
their tatling tongues, for the publike good , and for my 
modeſt memoriall towards ber, that reſts with the Lord 
of ref}, haue I compoſed and complotted: this Circle, 
Whereby the world may conceiue charitably. of thoſe 
runnagate rumors which lately by Satans long reeds{not 
ynlike to thoſe of Midas his barber) haue paſled & pier- 
ced into their Aſſes eares, which being remote trom the 
Aeridian of the climate, wherein I liue, doe belecue no- 
thing more certainly,then that the Dixe//in his reall per- 
ſon hathreuelled among vs. Theſe newes expoſed abroad 
with a ſmokie gloze haue bene ſo vented by the [nwentor 
of falſe newes, that our Aleknights, Alchymiſts, Tobac- 
conifts, and ſuch like taunting ſpits with yenerall ap- 
plauſe doe magnific the Dinels maiefly in their dail pj 
trations, and want butlittie of canonizing and _ 
ting him for their God, & his adherents for their Saivts. 
Which blaſting blaſphemie becauſe I have almoſt extin- 
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guiſhed in the former Circle with dwine deaw, I will 
proceede in this preſent { 7rcleto the conuittion of other 
partiall paralogiſimes ,' wherein his earthly Agents, 
our doating deltes with both hands do extoll dumbe cre- 
atures to the very sKkies, not much valike to thoſe idola- 
trous /xd:415, who adore the Orient Surne, the Moone, 
and other vifible Srarres, So when our ignorant coun-

with doctrine, and both of them with Gods miracles, fo 

that the right hand reciprocally ſupporting the lett 

hand, they may contune and comtmue ——_ as it 

were in a Diapazon, and afterwards ſerue for bridling 

preſidents to looſe and lauiſh tongues. Asfor the ſub- 

lance of the ſubieA, I dare ſubmit the ſame to the lear- 
nedfi Lydian touchy whoſe critickg carping 1, counter- 
mine with that Epigramme.

The Spirit of Detra&ion conuitted for meaſuring Gods prouidence 
by their ewne humane providence. 


Hoſe natutalliſts doe greatly erre which 
meaſure the diuine prowidece by their own 
humane prouidence , or rather by their 
wanton affeRions. Little doe they thinke 
T that their naturall computation of time 
cauſeth this vnnatural imputation,for with God all times 
be one,and a thouſandyeares in his ſight are bur as yeſter- 
day. With him who is the beginning and end of all 
things,there is notime paſt , nor time to come, in reſpect 
of his foreſight, by reaſon that his foreſight is his preſent 
fight, ſo as he beholdeth at once, at one infant which in- 
(fant with him is alwaies and eternall , not onely all 
things which euer happencd or cuer ſhall happen,bur al- 
lo euery particular thing as then preſently done;and loo- 
keth ſoearnellly, ſo clecrely vpon it, as though his eye 
were fixed intentiuely on that thing , and on nothing 
elſe, The reaſon is, becauſe there is —_—_ difteren- 
ces of time in the etcrnitie , ſceing thafar one looke 
he ſeeth all the world oucr, And his intent to doe a 
thing, and his doing of a thing, is all one and the 
(elfelame, in reſpect of his eternall knowledge , 
though it be otherwiſe in reſpe& of mans naturall know- 
ledge. Let this ſiffice for Gods generall foretight or put= 
pale of all things, which we call his Providence that ex- 
tends vniuerſally to all the world, and to all the creatures 
thereof. Now it remaines that I diſcourſe ſomewhat of

Becauſe the Ruler of nature at that vnſcaſonable time is 
diſpoſed ro make his Deity manifeſt to miſcreant A- 
theiſts,vho limit ſuch Meteory fignes onely to the Spring 
and Autumne, and allo becaule his Maieſtie meanes to 
aiwake his rebellious children out of the Lethean Le- 
thargie of carnall volupruouſneſle, 

The places where oftaeti thuaders ſtrike, and lighte- 
nings flaſh,be kigh trees, high houſes, high hilles, nor 
onely becauſe they are necreſt ro the Region of the ayre 
where fiery exhalations doe alwaies wraftle and warre 
with congealed vapours ( as euery Agent workes mo! 
fiercely vpon his neereſt matter ) bur likewiſe becauſe 
the Lord wou!d haue vs humble our ſelues before him 
by ſuchterrible admonitions : whica the Satyriſte alſo 
toucheth:

the /ſraelues is glorious (irength and Maiellie , he ap- 
peared with exceeding loud Trumpets, with terrible thun- 
ders and lightnings,which the Prophet Damd thus expreſ- 
ſed : The Lord thundred ont of heanen,and the mot High 
£ane ont bis voyce, haileſtones, and coales of fire, Another 
time to trie [obs faith, and to make the Dinell a lyar in 
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| conſume the ſacrifice, The like did he againe at the praier 
| of the ſaid Elias ſend downe to deſtroy Ahazias men.And 


| this very weapon of /ightning and ſulphureous fire vied he 


againſt Sodome and Gomorrhe, 

Alladixs an ancient King of the Latines(who reigned 
before Rowalws ) had his Palace ſet on fire with light- 
ning from heauen, and periſhed himſelfe therein, 

A king of Clide was (iricke with athunderbolt fr6 heaue, 

A maide of Rome trauelling to Apalis was killed with 
lightning (no harme outwardly appearing in her bodie) 
and at the ſame inſtant her garments were alſo ſhaken 
off without any rent,& her horſe alſo killed, & his bridle 
and girthes ſhaken off without any breach. 

It is reported of King CMhridates, when he was a 
very infant lying in his cradle, thatthe lightning caught 
the ſwadling cloathes, and ſet them on fire , but neuer 
touched or hurt his body,ſaue only there remained alitle 
marke of the fire vpon his forehcead,againe when he was 
orowne, it chanced that the lightning pierced into the 
bedchamber where he was aſleepe ; and for his owne 
perſon it was not ſomuch as finged therewith, but it bla- 
led a quiuer of arrowes that hung at his bed;hde, went 
through it, and burnt the arrowes within, 

There was at Reme a ſouldier, who keeping the Cen- 
tinell vpon one of the temples of the Citie chanced to 
aue a flaſh of lightning to fall very neere vnto him, 
which did him no hurt at all in his bode, bur only burnt 

the Jatchet of his ſhoes:and about the ſame time, where- 
as there were certaine ſmall boxes and cruets of filuer 
within wooden caſes, the filuer within was found all 
melted vnto a maſle in the hottome, and the wood not

impeaching his innocence and integritic, God cauſcd his | 
heanenly fire to deſcend, and to conſume his ſeruants and 
| ſiockes of ſheepe. Likewiſe for the conuerſfion of the 1[- 
| raelites at the prayers of Elias he ſent fire from heanen to 
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Many have died by reaſon of thunder or lig\ming with- 
out any marke or (troke, wound, {corch,or burning ſcene 
ypon them, whoſe life & ſoule for very feare hath flowed 
out of their bodies, like a bird out of a cage, 

Olimpins an Arrian Biſhop had his bodie fodainly burnt 


with lightning at Carthage : which iudgement of God 


tel vpon him,as many thought, for blaſpheming rhe ble{- | 


ſed T rinitie, 
One Pre#ter the ſonne of Hyppowrenes for blaſpheming 
God was ftriken with a thunder, and periſhed. 
Anaſtaſius the Emperourin the veare of Chri#t 459 
being addied ro Magicke and the EM anichean heretic, 
did perſe cute ſuch Chriſtians as reproued his tinnes and 
wickedneſle, Bur at the lalt lightning came tearefully a- 
bout his houſe called Thelotum, he crept from chamber 
tochamber to ſeekxe where he might be ſafeſt: but no- 


thing would preuaile, The Aſhes in the end ouertooke | 


him, and he periſhed miſerably, 

Hatto the Biſhop of Mertz,when in the yeare of (hrift 

918,by the inftigation of { o»rade the Emperour, he en- 
deuoured to murder Henry Dukeof Saxony, was fodainly 
{laine with a firokeof lightning, In the ycreot our Lord 
65 3.at Friſazium a towne of Sexony a great niiber both 
of houſes and people were deftroyed by lightnings, 
It is writtE,that the mother of Hierom Fraca/torinus(who 
afterwards became one of the moſt learned and famous 
Phiſitians of Chriflendome ) having the ſaid Hierome in | 
her armes then an infant, was her ſelfe killed with light - 
ning.Burther child was not hurt at all, 

In the yeare of our Lord 1 5 74. the Citie of Claraual- 
lain France, being firicken with l:ghtning about noone 
daies did ſo fiercely burne , that in three houres ſpace 
their towne,caftles,& Churches were vtterly conſumed, 

In the yeare of our Lord 1551. an honeſt Citizen of 
Crentzburge ſtanding by his table,and a dog lying by his 
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living, about two and twentie yeares ago cr there a- 


ning : yet a young child, which ſtood hard by his Father, 
was preſerned ſafe, 

It is notlong ſince Panles proudftceple ouercrowing 
allche ſpires in England, telt the blowes of divine j1t- 
tice with her filter Babel; the one by 1;ghtang, tlie 4+ 
ther by confuſion, 

One Wyman a Citizen of Gloceſter,as many ther yet 
living can teſtifie, aboue fortie yeares paſt, haning a fon 
called Arthur Wyman at the Vniuerſitic in Oxford,ver) 
earneſtly required another ſonne of his, one 1/:1ham Wy- 
man to carry ſome prouifion of victuals vp a Whitſon- 
day to his {aid ſorne in Oxford, This younger fonne, af- 
ter many excuſes, was at the laſt forced vpon that high | 
day nelens volens to yoforwards on his iourny to Oxford. 
But by the way in athicket of wood he was found {tricks 
dead with lightningzyert his body in outward appearance 
waswithout any marke, The mare whereon he rode was 
alſoſmitten dead, and ſauored very ſtrong of brimſtone, 
And the meat which he caried,as Kid, Lamb, &c, were fo 
corrupted with blackiſh ſent, arid ftunke fo ill fauou- 
redly, that no man could abide the ſincll thereof, 

Miſtrefle Low+e/l a Gentlewoman of Colcheſter yet 


bouts was ſodainly firicken downe with hghtning, and 
ſo ſcorched and finged in her bodie with the ſulphureous 
flame, that ſhe cou:d hatdly be cured within a quarter 
of a yeare after, 

About the ſaid time at a place called Croes- Arkwrne in 
the Countie of Carmarthen , vpon the day of a Gentle- 
mans marriage , as they were making merry there, a 
very ſtrange accident hapned. There came a thunderbolt, 
and pierced quite through the ſaid houſe, and alſo a cer- 
taine womans head-tires were rent and torne from her 
head with a blaſt of lightning at that inſtant, without any 
other harme, 

Likewiſe about that time a whole houſhold at a place 
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called Talley in the ſaid Countie, were burnt with wild- 
fire, There periſhed at thattime by report fue or fixe 
little chilcren in the ſaid houſe, Whereby it appeares, 
that the innocent is ſometimes ſmitten with ſuch ſtrange 
ends a{well as nocents, 

There was a fearcfull lightning on the ſeuenteenth 
day of Nouember 1606. which in very ſhort time burnt 
vp the ficeple of Bleachingley in Swrrey,and in the ſame 
melted into infinite fragments a good ring of Belles. 
Which accident, becauſc it was ſo lately done, I will re- 
hearſethe ſame more at large, according to the diſcourſe 
of one Simon Harward, who wrote therecf com- 
pendiouſly and learnedly, When I came (quoth he) ro 
viſite the towne of Bleachingley,1 found their cauſe to be 
equall ( if not worſe ) then the rumour or report, which 
was before publiſhed : I feund that by the lightning 
(which came with the terible thunder on Munday being 
the ſeventeenth of this inflant Noucmber, about ten of 


chingley, having beene lately new coucred to the great 
charges of the pariſh, in three houres ſpace was vtterly 
conſumed with fire. The ficeple was about twelue 
fadome high aboue the battlements of the ſquare tone 
worke : but it was a ſiceple ſpreading downeward very 
large in circumference. The ſame worke which bare it 
(being alſo about twelue fadome high ) is a long ſquare 
of one and twentie feete one fide, and I teete 

emen , that 
two hundred loades of timber will not ſuffice for the 
ereing of ſuch a ſiceple, as that Noneworke did late- 
ly beare, 

Tfoundalſo the belles (bcing before a ſweete ring, 
and fo large, that the Tenor waighed twentie hundred 
waight ) partly melted into ſuch fragments, andpaitly 
burnt'into ſuch cinders , or intermingled with ſuch 


huge heapes of cinders, as it will neuer heereaf- 
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ter ſerue to the former ſes thereof, 

This lighcaing did nor onely this harm? in Sarrey, but 
alſo irafflited Suſſex, and divers other places about the 
very ſame time. It was very range when it fired Blea- 
chingley feeple, it entred alſo into the houſe of one 
Stephen Lugsford of Buckead in Suſſex almoſt twen- 
miles from Bleachingley,and melting the lead of his glaſle 
windawes, did with great violence breake through 
and rent in ſ1nder a ftrong bricke chimney, 

What ſhall I write of maine owne tragicall exerts y- 
pon the third of [anuary 1608, which are nothing infe- 
riour to any of the accidents here recited ? Bur becauſe 
intend to (et the ſame out more diſtinRly by ir ſelfe, 1 
will ſuſpend the ſtory only during the ſpace of an boures 
reading from my Readers view, About the ſame time 
there happened in Dorſetſhire at Winburne Minſter a ve- 
ry ſtrang accident, About foure aclocke in the after- 


firongly built of Iume,ftone, and ſand, and beſet with 
yron barres, was ſodainly ſtricken downe with thunder 
and lightning, the leads were rent and torne, yea and 
which was moſt miraculous, the ſinging mens bookes 
weretdrne in their hands, and the ſeates before their fa- 
ces likewiſe rent and broken. And this the glorious God 
hath done, becauſe the mouthes of the wicked may be 
flopped; who iniuriouſly detract from his prouidence in 
imputing my misfortunes onely ſingled our aboue all o- 
thers; as though the ſame miraculous Afoner , which 
moued theſe heauenly creatures of his againſt me , did 
not alſo extend his power in the like degree ypon others 
in this Realme. Howlſocuer, welcome be his Angell vn-

of himſelfe, or elle by the meanes and mediation of ſome 
omnipotent Coniurer, If fickneſſe opprefle them, out of 
hand, they poſt with Ahaziah to a couſening coniurer, 
or wizard as wile asthemſelues, to know whether they 
be bewitched, or whether they ſhall recouer of their 
diſeaſe, Thisis their faithlefſe wont, as though there were 
not a Godin Iſrael, If the Lord ſends his Angell, or de- 
ſcends himlſelfein glory, with thunder and lightening, as 
he did ſometimes on Mount Sinai, they blaſphemouſly 
impugne, ſaying , that God is locally circumſcribed in 
heauen.None can work miracles in theſe latterdaies ſauc 
the Diuell, He,cuen he it is, that appeares in varieties of 
ſhapes, more then are ſpecified in Onids Metamorphoſic, 
ſometimes a (entaxre, ſometimes a blacke dogge, ſome 


| other times a winged fowle of the ayre. 


All this while ( thou moſt mercifull Judge ) grieueſt 
thy patient ſpicic at their petciſh , petulant , and proud 
aſſertions, Thou makeſt as though chou heareft them 
not, ſcorning to extend thy iultice againſt ſuch filly 
wretches, before the predeſltinated time ; for thou art 
as voyde of perturbations as they are ſubieR vato De- 
tractions : yet will not they refraine their tongues, be- 
cauſe that their runnagate babling, being not reſtrained 
with feare nor ſhune, wandereth vp and downe ſcotfree 
without puniſhment.

On the third of Ianuarie 1608. about the third 
hoare of the night or thereabouts, as 1 lay ſohtarie 
vpon my bed, what with torment of a ſodaine tooth- 
ache, and what with an extraordinary penſmenes of 
minde, preſegins (4 after wards chanced) ſome fu- 
ture enils;and alſo ſomewhat terrified with the great 

2, which then flaſhed moit extreamely: Be- 
hold, a forcible liehtning in forme of a fiery pillar, 
extinguiſhed the Candle-light burning before mee, 
and with that, as it were in the twanckling of an 
eye, trikes me with a moſt violent blaſt, that 1ve- 
rily thought my braines had been daſht out,and that 
Twas at deathes doore. To confirme this imaginath- 
on of mine, in the ſelfe ſame inſtant it thundered in 


| ſuch impetuous and extreame manner, that the earth 


moned (as ſuthence appeared in ſundry other partes 
of this Realme) my houſe ſhooke tn ſo much that I 
an PE no canon. no baſiliſco, nor any other 
ar tillery could make the like terrible report. With

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| ning ſlaſh, 1 fell into a kinde of traunce or confuſed

thought and (as Saint Paul ſpeakes of his aſſumption | 
into paradiſe:if it be lawful for me ſo to ſay)whether | 
I were in the body, or out of the body, I cannot | 


tell, God knoweth ; but 7 verily ſuppoſed ts baue 
ſeene in ſpirit the warning-peece ſhot off for this 
worlds diſſolution, or finall alteration againſt the ge- 
werall day of doome. Within halfe a quarter of an 
houre or thereabouts ( 44 I comtetFure ) I returned 
to my ſelfe, and to my troubled ſenſes at the loud 
cry, which two of my houſhould,then being newly a- 
wake out of their ſenſeleſſe trawnce rayſed,in ſc emp 
my wife falne on the ground and dead among them. 
At thu noiſe which they made changing my thoughts, 
I made full account ghat my houſe had beene throwne 
downe with the thunderclap or earthquake there- 
fore aſtoniſhed as I was, to ſane my life, (being «s 1 
imagined, in that preat ieopardy,) 1 roſe vp and haſt- 
ned me downeinto the lower roome or kitchin where 
Thad heard the cry. By the way, her daughter, being 
one of the two,whoſe cry 1 had heard in my chamber, 
met me, and told me that her mother was ſodaimely 
ſtricken dead. At my comming thither into the kit- 
chin, I found my wife quite deprined of life, in a 
blackiſh ſweat, ſtrongly ſanouring of brimſtone which 
the Poets call, (acrum Sulphur, holy Sulphur, yet 
notwithtanding, leaſt it might be a faint or ſwowne, 
I called for help ro my ſeruants to hane her body bent 
forewards : but at the firſt, none directly underſtood 


me excepting the two aboue-named,until afterwaras | 


vpon our vehement lamentations ard cries,the other | 
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three (for there were in all, fue, two men and three 
maides, beſides my wife, in that roome, ) beganne by 
little and bittle to come vnto themſetues haumg been 
| all in one inſtant throwne aowne to the ground as 
dead with the lightning and thunder. Two of theſe 
| three laſt, at my firſt call and comming downe, reut- 
ved : but the other,being a ſerning-man of mine, lay 
longer in the trance. All of them ſtood as deafe and 
diſtracted, not able for their lines a long while to lift 
vp her dead body. Some of them could neyther heare 
nor vnderſtand what 1ſpake, nor what I would haue 
them doe : their braines were ſo confuſedly ſhaken in 
their heads, that they could not for a long time an- 
ſwere me in reaſon. When this fatall blow was ginen, 
my wife ſate on a ſtoole, ouer-ſeeing her mayaes mel- 
ting of tallow. And for this purpoſe, the Seruing-man 
of whom 1 ſþake before, ſtood by her witha candle in 
his hand. The Kettle of tallow lay very neere vnto 
her. Aboue the place where ſhee ſate, iuſt aboue her 
head, hung Bacon in the reofe of the houſe. All which 
being naturall nutriments of lightnings, by reaſon 
of x 4 uneFuons ſubſtances, encreaſed the vertue 
thereof, and doubtleſſe by the predeſtinate will of our 
heanenly Father, occaſioned this forcible dampe, and 
perhaps augmented the earthquake. Her body was en- 
tire and whole without diminution of any part ſauing 
a little of her hayre, which was rent or ſnatched off 
with the attyres of her head, her fillet, which were 
likewiſe ſomewhat burnt, and alſo ſauoured of brim- 
| ſtone. In like manner her ſtomacher, her whale-bone 
| bodies, and her ſmocke neere about her heart, where 
there 
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there 45 4 ſmall marke ſomwhat black rwere burnt, 
rent and torne with the hrauenly flame. Perhaps her 
corpulence ( ſhe being very proſſe) cauſed her thus to 
be ſingled and ſeletFed out from among the reſt of the 


by the lightning, thunder and earthquake. 

The next morning ( for all that night wee durſt 
not bouge from the ſame roome, ſo greatly had feare 
ſeated on vs) wee ſaw all the tiles fallen for the moſt 
part from the houſe, and ſome diſperſed in heapes 
vpon the bouſe. Wee found the chimney top of the 
chamber where 1 lay, quite caſt downe : part of the 
waiehtier ſtones tumbled through the chinmey downe 


lay at the time of this fatal blaſt,to the great aſtoniſh- 
ment of al that [aw it:and ſurely it i miraculous how 


with the lightning, whereof the one was a window by 
my beds feete : the other on the loft right aboue my

the Lightning : which inauceth me (4 1ſaid before) 
to thinke,that this dampe tooke ſirength and power 
according to the nature therof, from ſuch fat liquide, 
and oylie ſubſtances or boates . This opinion her ſelfe 
verified unto me about a fortnight before ſhee ayed, 
when ſhe cauſed all the canales in her houſe to be done 
out, for ſeare leaſt the lightning, which at that time 
was ſomewhat fearefull, ſhould encreaſe and receine 
force from the candle lipht. T et with this limita- 
tion doe I attribute ſuch matter of unttuoſitie and 
vertue to lightnings from theſe infertour bodies,that 
God who workes by meaſure, number, aud waight, 
ſends theſe or ſuch like kinds of fate upon vs to adme- 
niſb us not to make reckoning of this world, as of a 
perpetuall Paradiſe, nor to ſleepe oner-long im the vo- 
luptuous boſome of careleſſe negligence. 

Neyther ought I ( ſeeing 1 haue gone ſo farre) to 
conceale another wonaer, to wit, that ſhe fore-tolde 
in her life time, as well to diners othersas to my ſelfe 
the ſhortneſſe of her life in thus world : for this was 
an vſnall/peach of hers ſundry times within the ſame 
quarter of the yeare that ſhe dyed: 1 know very well 
(queth ſbe) 1 cannot liue till the firſt of March. 
Another time being (as I remember) not aboxe three 
weekes before her death, deſcending downe from her 
chamber, where then ſhe had beene at prayers, ſhee 
came ſmiling unto me with theſe words: Husband, 
I bring you good tidings, you ſhall be rid of me, 
and you ſhall haue another wife : for I am fully

aſſured, that I ſhall dye very ſhortly, and that be- 
fore the firſt of March. And I thanke God, I am 
prepared; lethim ſend when hee will. hich words 
of h:rs being by me accepted m ieſt; ſhee replyed, as if 
ſhee had ſeene a viſun, or felt ſome extraordinary 
motion in her ſþirit : youthinke I ſpeake in ielt, but 
marke the end. 

Neyther did the Lord (I ſpeake it to his glory) 
ſendchis glorious alarme vnto mee without an impli- 
cite or mylticall premonition, for about two Mo- 
neths before, or thereabouts (as farre as | remember) 
ina dreamel ſaw the very like accident, Mee thuught 
I was at a Knight my brothers houſe, and there lying 
vpon my bed, I imagined to haue ſcene and heard 
vponthe (odaine inthenighttime a moſt terrible light- 
ning andthunder,in ſuch wiſe, that I made full account 


the whole houſe had beene burnt or calt downe, and 
thereforeto ſauce my life, with much adoel haſtned out | 


of doorcs, where I ſuppoſed to haue beheld the inner 
part of the houſe terribly flaming with fire,and prelent- 
ly after I might {ce one conueying out uf doores a 
Chelt; whereupon I bewailed, that a blacke Truncke of 
mine, (tored with money was left behind,conſumed with 
the flame. This dreame I related to my ſaid Brother, 
being at my houſe aboutthree weekes before the acci- 
dent, & wiſhed him in my brotherly loue to lookefom- 
what more warily to his houſe, leaſt night fires might 
endanger him, by reaſon of the height of his houſe(the 
ſame not interiour tor height to any houſe which I hauc 
ſecne) and likewiſe by reaſon of the partitions being 
timber-worke. Neuerthelctle for all this,l aduife not the 
Readeyto embrace this dreame of mine for an infalli- 
ble prelident, becauſe that dreames ſort our commonly 
according to the dict,temperate,or intemperate,{paring, 
or 
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or gluttonous, which men vic. And yetl belecue, Ged 
ſeldome victh to infli any notable accident vpon a 
charitable Chriſtian , that mortifes his budy with com- 
perentfa(ting,and moderates his ſoule with contempla- 
tion of heauenly myſteries, vvithout ſome ſecret pro- 
drome, or fore-running glimple of his powerfull pur- 
poſe. Nor doe I aduife my Reader to {urmiſe, that 1 
concciue ouer creduloutly or ſuperltitiouſly of Morphe- 
us or Phobeter, the Poeticall Gods of dreames, as ne- 
cellarie cauſes of notorious cttefts, For my ſentence is 
none otherwiſe of dreamer, then of Comers, and Eclip- 
ſes, vyhich likewileare not the cauſes of remarkable c- 
uents ; but onely ſuch ſignes and tokens are as [moake 
at thetopof a chimney, or as an Iuie buſh, put forth at 
a vintrie, the one prognolticating hre within, the other 
the ſale of wine, 

Thus it pleaſed the glorious Lord of lightnings, to 
extend his miraculous mercy towards me, and perhaps 
to leaue me (as a firebrand taken out of the burning , or as 
Exzechiels ſigne) tor a teltimonie of his lightning glory 
to hardned hearts. This is the ſecond miracle , where- 
by as a virbiz or Kedininns , I acknowledge my felfe 
twiſereſtored from death to life , within the compalle 
of ſeauen yeares, cuen about thelelfe ſame ſealon ofthe 
yeare, when our Sauiour Chri#t became fleſh for the (al- 
uation of fleſh, The firſt time of my deliuerance vvas 
vpon a Chriitmas day, 1602, This latter time on the 
third of [anwarie, 1628. and both vpon a Tueſday, In 
Frannce betwixt Tremblado and Marena, a pallage of 
two leagues ouer, it was my chance, on a Chr:i/imas day 
to be (tricken into the ſurging Sea vvith the boiſtrous 
force of a cruell tempeſt , whereI had no ſooner falne, 
and cried tothe Lord for helpe , but ſodainely beyond 
all expcRation I found an Oare betweene my hands to 
defend,or rather deferre my life. And to this houre 1 
cannot dcuile where-hence the ſaid Oare ſhould chance

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vnto me. In this dolefull fort I floated almoſt a quar- 


ter ofan houre very often tofled and ouerturned with |

Andifit were lawfull for meto apply thoſe Mceters 
in che P/alter deſtinated to our Saxiowr Chrifts reſurre- 
fon, 1 would ſound out with ioyfull cheere :

ſels, and ſecretly conferre vvith his friend about thoſe 
matters, vvhich to report openly vverc flar again(t 
the rules of Chr;ff5an Charitie, or Ciuill modeſhe. Yea, 
ſuch is the ſugred torture, the {weet tormenting force, 
the naturall influence of true Loue, thatthe Husband 
cannot conceale from his vertuous Wife, nor the wife 
from the vertuous Husband,v vhat nouclties or rumors 
runne, reuell, and range abroad in their neighbour- 
hood.

Which infallible markes eAn14- 
chriſt himſelfe out of the heard of ſwine is forced to con- 
felle, as Cardinall Baronus of late yeares verified,when 
hee inuaighed againſt the petulance and faQtions of our 
Engliſh Seminaries 2t Rome : They bragge much (ſaith 
hee) of Alartyrdome, but for ought 1 ſee, they beare not 
the fiones of Martyrs, of obedience, mildneſſe and humilitie, 
It is the-part of a Brother to endeuour his Brothers 
conuerlion into the vnirie of peace by gentle meanes,

and mee, for wee be brethren, Even (o likewiſe,ſeeing that 
weeagree together in the pure and indiuilible effenceof 
our Faith,let not temporall Accidents dilleuer the ſame 
which the holy Ghoſt hath ioyned together; let vs not 
gricue this holy Fpiris of God with our litigious ſpeeches 
or writings, in comparing thoſe, whom wee name F-

Detrattion, that theſe owr crazed brethren ace conſpire

for ſurely ſuch venome neuer ifJued out of Calnins

be,thatſome ſeditiousſearics to flatter their owne am- 
bition , during the preſent time, to temporize, and to 
bleare vld aces eyes, haue dipped /oſephs coate in 
beaſts bloud, but I neuer heard,that they euer imbrued 
their hands in /o/ephs owne bloud.

Art thou in an 
earthly priſon ? Giue God thankes, that hee reſpesthy 
ſoule, thy noblel} part. For nothing drawes man to me- 
ditate on his dutie towards God more then pinching 
paines, more then the impriſonment of his body, when 
the minde way valke at libertic, and contemplate rhe 
rareſt magazins of Truths ſecrets, In my iudgement, 
thou oughtelt to gloritie God the more, to gratifie thy 
foes the more (if toes they be, which ſend thee towards 
hcaucn) now that thou feele(t with thy body and ſoule 
the true crolle, vyhich before thou did proteſt, pro- 
miſe and profelle as a Chriſtian, but in bare wordes, 
co follow, nay.to embrace during thy probationſhip. 
Thy detractions (as thou againe alleadgeſt) are not 
cauſcleſle : for thou art condemned caulcletle and vn- 
worthily to tortures,to tormenting paines, The pittilcile 
Iudges,haue adiudged thee to iron bolts, to pillories, 
to be vſcd likea Rogue, to be m22e a ipeQacle vnto all 
the vyorld. O true crolſſe, true Chriſtian Croſle, which 
our righteous Sawioxr hath borne before vs. Hee vvas 
buftctted, hee was ſcourged, his head was bloudyed with 
a crowne of pricking thornes; yea,and his precious bo- 
dy was pierced with a ſpeare, and nayled to the crolle 
with cruell curſes, mockes, and floutes, and doſt thou 
repine to imitatethy g/criou Aarſter ? No ſeruant is 
greater then his Maiſter, Thinkevpon Joſephs ſtate, how 
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his body vvas vniuſtly captiuated, how his innocent feet 
vvere galled vvith ſtockes and fetters:therefore content | 
thy ſelfe, and God vvill releaſe thee of thy ſmarting | 
griefes, Doe but examinearight the true courſe and oc- | 
currence of this world, and thou ſhalt finde that thy tor- | 
mentours themſelues are not free from ſome caſuall | 
crolle or other, and that alwayes as long as they liue. | 
When they were yong,they complained of their parents 
rule ouer their vnrulinefſe,they complained of aches in | 
their heads and teeth, of itches, of kibes, and other in- | 
firmities : They complained of their Schoolemaſters | 
ſcourge, of his Fearuler, of his checks and chidings. | 
When Nature clothed their chinnes with beards, or hai- | 
ric fleeces, their falſe ioyes vvere daily ſalted vvith chol- | 
ler, with enuy, with melancholicke fittes. Their bodyes | 
vvere perplexed with maladies of ſundry ſorts, vvith 
burning feauers, or ſuch like ſicknetſes. Their mindes 
pvercallayled vvith multitudes of cares, with diſcon- 
tentmentsor diſcourtiſies of friends, of followers, or of 
their owne meniall people. When their hoary age crept 
in,which of itſelfe is an incurable ſicknes null medicebs- 
ls herbs, then likewiſea world of troubles purſues them 
hourely at their very heeles, nay I vvould fay at their 
backes, in their backes,in all the parts of their bodyes. 
Now they grone and mone vvith dolour of the Chol. 
licke, the ſtone, and vvith continuall aches in their de- 
cayed ioynts, and as the Poet wrote : Perſins Sa- 
rwnc cum lapidoſa chiragra ty. 5, 
Fregerit articulos, veterus ramalia Fags, 
The knottie cramping Gemt 
Their ioynts doe gripe about: 
Which like old Beechen boughes, 
It breakes with often throwes. 

Another vyhile the Priſiche cauſed through a long 
Catarre conſumes their corrupted wind-pipes, or elſe 
theirfilthy mouthes, which ſometimes ſpucd vp moſt 
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filthy ſpeeches, doe now ſpit-out whole gobbets of 
flegme,like ſtincking Oylters. Others againe have not 
that benefic, but languiſhing with wearicd breath, they 
faint vader their long continued oppilations, which the 
former Poet painted out in this molt liuely verſe; 
Gutture ſulphnureas l:nte exhalarte mephiter, 

Their throates cxhaling lazily 

Sulphurcous (mels full lothſomely, 

What ſhall I ſpeake of Promooters, of pettifogging 
Lawyers,or of cauelling neighbours, which like Cater- 
pillers, Rats, and vile vermine,moleſt them with wrong- 
full ſuites, forcing them to trauell Teſtag, Lmteg,, 


, through thicke andthinne, in great icopardic of their

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lives, to conſume all their money to the very bot- 
tome of their purſes, and to fret them to the very bot- 
tome of their hearts. 

I will patſe ouer, how Iudges themſclues are alſo 
vexed;one whiletheir vnnaturall Sonnes diſquiet them;

ions in their owne houſes againſt them. One while 
their credit is iultly called in queſtion by their emulous 
companions,another while they are ſlandered with thoſe 
things whichthey neuer once thought, no nor dreamed 
of, Thus Ged rewards them with the Ta/on law,with like

Stultuiam ſimulare loco prudentia ſumma et, Some- 
times we mult obey the importunitic ofthe time: yetſo 
that we commit not pernitious cuill, to the intent that 

ood may enſue thereof, Wee mult ſeeme to yeeld at 
firſt in the lefſer cauſes vnto this /prrit of contradrttion, 
that men may yeeld to vs in matters of greater conſe- 
quence. As for example, if thou goeſt about to con- 
uerta Jew, thou mult not begin with detraRtions and 
inueiues againſt Circamc/ion, againſt his weake con- 
ſcience for abſtayning from Swines fleſh or blacke Pud- 
dings, If thou laboureſt to turne a Papsſt from his ſu- 
perſtitious Herelices, rebuke not his Se for the Diuine 
vertue af continence, for their vow of chaſltitic, for the 
monaſticall or ſingleliues of Hermes, Monkes, Friers, 
Nunnes, and other religious votaries. Oppole nor thy 
ſpeaeh againſt his abſtinence from meates, ſeeing hee 
that feedes onely on lallets, rootes, or fruit, may be (a- 
ued and iuſtified, as well as he, which onely catcth fleſh 
or fiſh, In fine, croile not his gored minde with carp- 
ing atthe (ligne of the Cr»ſſe,or at any things indifferent, 
while they redound not to deadly linnes againſt his p«- 
tient Maieſtie, Herein ſome Teſaites deſcrue to ride in 
the Chariotof Oxarien,of a little Triumph, namely for 
their humiliation & prudent care in wearing the robes 
and habites of the Pagan Prieſts of China , whom they 
terme Bunzzes, without which no forraigner whatſo- 
euer might ſoiourne in that politique Countrey, But 
vnder- this venerable and vnſuſpeted habite Father 
Races , and others may certainely reduce many of 
that populous Nation to the Chriftan religion, as long 
as they [ceke to edifie without idolatrie, and not to in- 
termeddle with points of (tate, as they pretend in Eu- 
rope, In like manner , thou that gricuelt thy (clfc,for 
that thy fellowes in office doc hinder thy iult procee- 


dings, 
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dings, for countenancing litigious & lewd livers againſt 
thee,f thoucanſt not otherwiſe then by pallionate ſpea-

It is alwayes incident tv Roylters and Rufhans to read 
ſuſpicious lefures on the carriage and behauiour of the 
molt beautifull, Some iudge the worſt fatally, becauſe 
themſclues are guiltie of adultery, and ſo according to 
the often wiſhes, the ſhrewde and lewde nores of their 
owne peruerted fantaſies, they condemne the pure with 
the impure. Some againe, doe but gather by preſumpti- 
ons and circumſtances, that chalt women proſtitute 
their bodycs, becauſe they goe gallantly attyred in the 
faſhion,with ſtrange Periwigs,with falſe bodycs,truncke 
ſleeues, verdingales, and with coltly Tewels belike be- 
yond their Husbands meanes : becaufe they painttheir 
faces with artificiall drugs, and alſo becauſe they gadde 
to (hage-playes, to publike daunces, and ſhowes vpon 
Sundayes and Holy-dayes , in ſtead of hallowing and 
ſanRifying their ſoules with thankfull prayers. And in 
truth their reaſons fall out many times curranty for that 
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ſuch things being deuiled by Diuelliſh people, as allure- 
ments to ſpirituall fornicationafter the pompous gods 
of the earth, be likewiſe the fore-runners of fleſhly 
fornication,cuen as Prideisthe mother of all miſchiefe, 
Othe:s againe blab out ſcandalous impeachments of 
honelt womens fame, becauſe they would not ſeeme a- 
lone to weare «Atzons badge, and therefore they le- 


| uerely cenſure of other mens wiues , Many blaze out 


ſuch dctracting (peaches, becauſe they want matters of 
diſcourſe to humour other men. 

But curſed mought they be that beginne theſe ſlan- 
derous accuſations, whereby man and wite doe vary, 
after that God hath ioyned them both together, Curſed 
mought they be,who being partiall towards themſelues 


. doe neuertheletle pronounce fentence of damnation a- 


gainſt other mens incontinencie, as though themlclues 
had neuertript : yea, and curſed be thoſe Sycophants, 
who with their runnagate rumours and reports doe hin- 
der Gemilewomen from their promotion in honeſt mar. 
riage . This arrogant imputation our Sawrowr Chrift 
himſelferetuted, when hee willed thoſe preſumptuous 
lewes, who inuaighed againſt the poore delinquent wo- 
man,that che purelt of them, being voice of iin,ſhould 
fling the fir{t (tone at her. Though this ſexe (I confeile) 
be weake, theweaker veſlell, and may become ſeduced 
with faire proteſtations of golden mountaines, as well as 
men, the impotence of whoſe dilpolition is thus deſcri- 
bed by a Spaniard : 
La muger hermoſa es como la mancana 
De dentro podrida y de fucra galana, 
Like as thou findſt an Apple foule within,
